Training in this branch consists of 40 
drills each year for four years. Of 
these drills, four are classe whole 
days of not less than four hours, 12 
as half-days of not less than two 
hours, and the remainder are night 
drills of not less than one hour. Mod- 
ifications are permitted in special 
cases, but the minimum efficient serv- 
ice requircd of a senior cadet is in- 
variably 64 hours a year. 

Senior ‘cadets-are not required to 
attend camp, but discipline is strongly 
inculcated. The four years’ training 
covers the foundation work necessary 
for service in the army. 
marching, handling of arms, musket- 
ry, physical drill, first aid, guards and 
sentries, tactical training as a com- 
pany in elementary field work, ani 
elementary battalion drill. 


Eight Years in Citizen Forces. 
His cadet training completed, a sol- 
dier becomes, of July 1 of the year 
in which he reaches 18 years, a mem- 
ber of the citizen forces, in- which he 
must remain for eight years. Except 
in the last year of this service (when 
only one registration muster parade 
Js necessary in peace time), the work 
tonsists of continuous training in 
camp for 17 days in the case of the 
naval forces, artillery and engineers, 
and eight days for other arms, and 
eight days (or equivalent) home 


training for all arms. The total serv-. 


ice is thus 25 days a year for special- 
ist and technical corps and 16 days 


for other corps, the main body of 


which are light horse infantry. 

Persons who have religious scruples 
against bearing arms are, as far as 
possible, allotted to noncombatant 
duties, as stretcher bearers with the 
infantry or as members of the army 
medical corps. In time of war ex- 
emptions are allowed as follows: 
Aliens and non-Europeans, persons 
certified as physically unfit, members 
and officers of. the Commonwealth 
and State Parliaments, Judges and 
Police Magistrates,clergymen and the- 
ological students, police and prison 
officials, lighthouse keepers, medical 
practitioners and nurses in public 
hospitals, and persons having consci- 
entious objections. Medical practi- 
tioners, non-Europeans and conscien- 
tious objectors are not, however, ex- 
empt from noncombatant duties. . In 
tinie of peace there is a further ex- 
emption of persons whose place of 
residence is more than five miles from 
the nearest glace appointed for train- 
ing, of school teachers qualified as 
instructors of drill and of members 
of the permanent naval and military 
forces. 


Physical Traming Excellent. 
The foregoing are the main pro- 


‘visions of the universal training sys- 


tem as officially outlined in the Com- 
monwealth Year Book. While there 
has been some objection, the system 
has been well réceived by the great 
majority of people. Senior cadets on 
parade, trimly clad in khaki, bear 
evidence of the good results of sys- 
tematic physical training. Among 
the various units there is keen rival- 
ry and frequent athletic competi- 
tions are held. It is asserted by 
advocates of the system that uni- 
versal training has had a marked 
effect for the better on the general 
bearing and conduct of Australian 
youths. Inquiries made by the po- 
lice departments of the various states 
in. 1911 resulted 
that the behavior of the boys and 
young men subject to training had 
been vastly improved. It was stated 
that mentally, morally and physical- 
ly the results had been excellent, the 
principal benefits being “increased

HEN President Wilson summoned the 

W Congress to meet on April 2, two weeks 

in advance of the date previously set 

by him for the extra session, the proclamation 

stated that it was for the purpose of considering 
matters of great import. 

The country understands this to mean that the 
Congress is to be asked to enact legislation ap- 
propriate to the recognition of the state of war 
which actually exists between the United S 
and Germany at the present, to make adequate ap- 
propriations for the vigorous conduct of the war 
and to enact such legislation as shall be essential 
to a most efficient organization of our civil, mil- 


itary and naval affairs to push the war to an ‘ 


early and successful conclusion. 
The indictment against Germany is founded 
upon two broad considerations: 


First a series of acts hostile to the 
sovereignty of the United States and the 
legitimate rights of its citizens. 

And second, acts hostile to. civiliza- 
tion as we have known and sought to pre- 
serve it through the history of English- 
speaking countries and in modern times 
by all nations calling themselves civilized. 

It was to these latter considerations that the 
President referred in: his address to Congress on 
Feb. 26, 1917, when’ he said: : 


“It is not of material interest merely that we } 


are thinking; it is rather of fundamental human 
rights, chief of all, the right of life itself. I am 
thinking not only of the rights of Americans to 
go and come about their proper business by way of 
the. sea, but also of something deeper, much more 
fundamental than that. I am thinking of those 


rights of humanity without which there is no | 


civilization. 


It is for the enforcement of these great 
fundamental human rights uwpon which the 
existence of Christian civilization depends 
that the United States of America should de- 
clare war against Germany. 


“German Government Must Be 
Destroyed to Save Civilization.” 


During tue entire period of the war Germany 
has characterized her conduct of it by acts of per- 
fidy and barbarism, succeeding each other with 
growing circumstances of ferocity and _ horror 
until at last she has thrown all restraint to the 
winds and devoted her great achievements and 
scientific knowledge to such destruction of hu- 
man life and property as no nation has commit- 
ted in all recorded history. | 

With mischievous attention to detail, destruc- 
tion more characteristic of the monkey family 
than of human beings, and a wanton disregard | 
of all -rights—individual, national or human— 
Germany has pursued her course of destruction 
wherever her armies have penetrated, until at | 
last she stands revealed to the world as the enemy | 
of mankind, whose continued existence as a nation 
under its present control is as inconsistent with 
modern civilization as the presence of a mad-dog 
in a crowded thoroughfare is with the peace and 
well being of passersby. 

She initiated her warfare by the invasion of a 
peaceful, industrial, unoffending country, whose 
neutrality she was under solemn treaty to defend. 
Cynically dismissing this treaty obligation as a 
“mere scrap of paper,” the Imperial German Chan- 
cellor revealed to the world in that one sentence 
the philosophy of modern German Government 
underlying its foreign policy and its vision of

Mr. Lansing also declared that a repetition by > 
the commanders of German naval vessels of acts 
in contravention of those rights must be regarded 
by the Gdévernment of the United States, when 
they affected American citizens, as deliberately 
unfriendly. These are words of serious import in 
diplomatic intercourse between nations, and for 
a time there was a cessation in the destruction of 
passenger ships by German submarines. 

But on March 24, 1914, the Sussex, a peaceful 
ferry boat, plying between Folkestone and Bou- 
logne, was torpedoed by a German submarine 
without warning and hundreds of passengers, em- 
bracing a number of Americans, killed and in- 
jured. This occasioned our State Department to 
advise the German Foreign Office that it was evi- 
dent that the German methods of attack were 
“utterly incompatible with the principles of hu- 
manity, the long-established and incontrovertible 
rights of neutrals and the sacred immunities of 
noncombatants, ” and to notify Germany that un- 


‘be compelled to sever diplomatic 


relations with 
her. 

This admonition brought from Germany a 
gruding and offensively expressed agreement 
that her submarines should not sink merchant 
vessels without warning and giving them a chance 
to save the lives of the. passengers, unless such 
vessel should try to escape and resist search in the 
seizure. |

The establishment and maintenance by Great 
Britain from the beginning of the war of a block- 
ade of German ports, which.is the reason. ad- 
vanced by Germany for her submarine warfare, 
is in no respect comparable to it. Blockade is a 
well-recognized incident to War and during the 
Civil War, between 1861 and. 1865, it was the 
most effective weapon employed by the North 
against the South. Violations of a blockade result- 
ed in the forfeiture of ship and cargo under decree 
of a prize court.

The Immediate German Gain. 

The Germans have declined to. 
fight another battle on the ground 
they defended last summer. They 
have conceded the allied success of 
the battle of the Somme. The Ger- 
man retreat was a retreat forced by 
allied cannon and allied operations, 
quite as much as was the retreat from 
the Marne. 

Turning now to the other side, we 
perceive that the Germans have made 
a remarkably successful retreat. They 
have escaped from trenches which 
they have held for over two years, re- | 
tiring over a wide front, withdrawina ( 
an army that can hardly have been 
smaller than half a million, with a 
minimum of loss, with a skill and 
thoroughness which will long com- 
mand admiration, if it is not followed 
by any subsequent disaste-. The Ger- 
mans have declined to battle, but 
they have made a retreat which gives 
the lie to any charge of a breakdown 
in their morale. 

We do not yet know whether they 
nave elected to stand on the Arras- 
Cambrai-St. ‘Quentin-La Fere-Laon- )

Federal Judge Landis permits himself to be- 
come somewhat overheated in discussing the ap- 
parent apathy of the American people towards 
military service.

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THE NON-BATHING JUROR. 
The truth is out about the great American juror. 
He does not bathe. Not in Madison County, III, 
anyway. An experiment conducted by the county 
authorities has shown that for two years past 
no Madison County juror has taken a bath. 
When Edwardsville acquired a new courthouse 
a couple of years ago, several innovations were 
One was the installation of a bath 
tub. 
bath tub. It was provided for the particular use 
of jurors and in order that it might always be 
ready a gas flame was placed under the boiler 
to keep the water warm day and night. 
. Jurors came and jurors went. They wrangled 
and perspired. They were locked in with the 
bath tub by day and by night. But not one of 
them bathed. All the time the County was keep- 
ing the gas jet odrigntty Durning under the boiler 
at a.cost of about $60 a year. The officials found 
that they could provide a bath tub and lead a 
juror to it but they could not make him bathe. 

They have not given up hope but they are going 
to cut down expenses. The tub is to remain 
but the gas is not to be kept flaming under the 
boiler. A new heating attachment has been or- 
dered. Hereafter, if a bathing juror is drawn in 
a Madison County case, the tub will be waiting for 
him but he will have to light the gas to heat the 
water. 

The great American juror does strange things 
sometimes. His verdicts are often inexplicable. 
Perhaps his antipathy to the bath has something 
to do with it. 7 
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SUFFRAGE AND PROHIBITION. 

After granting limited suffrage to women in 
Ohio, the Legislature became deeply enmeshed 
in the full suffrage question, with prohibition on 
the side.

) States has been sought. We also 


know that German officers in large 
numbers have gone to Mexico and 
that arms and munitions of war have 
been sent into that country and there 
is reason to believe that hostile ex- 
peditions from there may be expected 
following the declaration of war. 

Nor is that all. German merchant 
ships interned in our ports have been 
used as manufactories of high ex- 
plosives for use in violation of our 
law. Officers of the Imperial Ger- 
man navy, on ships which had sought 
asylum in our ports, to escape de- 
struction by their enemy at sea, have, 
in violation of their parole, escaped 
and returned to Germany and the 
German Foreign Office, in disingenu- 
ous communications, has sought to 
extenuate their offense and to dem- 
onstrate by the most shallow sophis- 
tries that they had not violated the 
fundamental laws of military honor. 

The shocking barbarities practiced 
by the German military occupants of 
Belgium and Poland, accompanied by 
the deportation of the citizens of 
those countries into Germany and 
their enforced servitude in German 
munitions factories and iv: trench dig- 
ging, in violation of all civilized 
usage—a literal re-establishment of 
slavery in Europe—the .encourage- 
ment of the Turks to the extermina- 
tion of the unfortunate Armenians, 
so vividly portrayed in the report of 
the Bryce Commission, and most re- 
cently, the revelations 
destruction of all property of every 
description in the evacuated districts 
of France, accompanied by the pois- 
oning of wells and streams and the 
carrying off into Germany of young 
French girls, complete the demonstra- 
tion that German civilization under 
the present German system of gov- 
ernment is incompatible with the 
maintainence of civilization in the 
rest of the world. 

The United States of America is to- 
day confronted with the simnole and 
single duty to join the allied Powers 
of Europe in accomplishing the over- 
throw -at the earliest possible moment 
of this German perversion of govern- 
ment. THE 
MUST GO. ¥ 

How, then, shall we proceed to the 
accomplishment of this work and 
what action should the President rec- 
ommend to Congress at this time. It 
must be recognized at the | outset, 
that neither our navy or our army is 
now large. enough or _ sufficiently 
equipped to meet the German army or 
navy, or to accomplish any very large 
work in land or naval operations. 

So long as the British fleet retains 
its power and the allied line in 
Frane holds firmly we shall have 
time~to prepare an army and navy 
adequate to the occasion which will 
arise if Germany should Lreak 
through any of the _ alled lines. 
Therefore, our first work should be 
to open our ports freely to the allies 
and furnish them with as muth 
money as they need and to speed the 
manufacture and delivery to them of 
all the munitions of war with which 
we can supply them and at pricss 
fixed by our Government. This 
would be a peculiarly grateful service 
in the case of France, to whom ws 
owe much for her vital aid to us in 
the hour of our need in 1778. 


In the next place, we should throw 
aside the absurd System of dual and 
conflicting control over the military 
establishment perpetuated in the Hay 
bill; authorize the increase of the 
regular army and call to the crlors, 
under a system of universal service, 
all men bétween the ages of i8 and 
30, select at least a million from 
these, first, upon consideration of 
physical qualifications, and, sacond, 
in consideration of freedom from do- 
mestic obligations, such as families 
and other dependents, 


These men should be organized under 
the single control of the National Gov- 
ernment. All officers of the grade of 


Colonel and upward should be appointed 


by the President, and the other regi- 
mental and company officers by Gover- 
nors of the states, subject to the Pres- 
ident’s approval. 

Experience in the present war has 
demonstrated that it takes at least: one 
year’s intensive training to fit men for 
military service in the field. Therefore, 
it is most important that this work 
should be commenced and prosecuted 
without delay and with vigor. As soon 
as they are fit for field. service we 
should send an army to co-operate with 
the allies on the Continent. 


Next the essential equipment neces- 
sary for military affairs, such as rifles 
and rapid-fire guns, in which we are 
sadly deficient at present, should be 
pushed forward. Thirdly, the subject 
of aeronautics, as applied to both army 
and navy, should be pushed as rapidly 
and vigorously as may be because the 
war in Europe has demonstrated the 
absolute need of an ample supply of air- 
craft of every kind. Next, the personne! 
of the navy should be recruited to the 
reasonable requirements of handling 
the enlarged fleet with ali its proper 
auxiliaries. Here, too, green men are 


useless, and the period of training will | 


take considerable time. 

In connection with all this and as 
necessary to the proper carrying on of 
such a program, there should be created 
two or more departments of the ex- 
ecutive Government of the United States 
—a department of munitions and a de- 
partment of transportation, the head 
of each of them being a member of 
the President’s Cabinet. The general 
staff of the army and the general board 
of the navy should be augmented and 
correlated with the National Council of 
Defense. 

For the accomplishment of this pro- 
gram ample appropriations will be nec- 
essary. It will be impossible to deter- 
mine in advance the details of the ex. 
penditures, and the appropriations there- 
for must be made in lump sums of large 
amounts, to be expended on the vou- 
chers of the heads of the particular 
departments in whose jurisdiction the 
expenditure shall fall. 

Finally, the national guard should be 
utilized for the protection of those 
works of international improvement 
throughout the country which are sus- 
ceptible of destruction without much 
difficulty, and which would entail enor- 
mous loss and inapnvenience to replace 
if so destroyed. 

For immediate defensive purposes 
the regular army should be recruited 
up by preserving its skeleton organ- 
ization and’adding to it men of pre- 
vious military experience as rapidly 
as possible. The volunteer system

‘Literally everything useful is gone or 
destroyed,’’ the cable message stated. 
“Conditions are deplorable, and there 
will be more of these French sufferers 
thus restored:to their country as the 
enemy is expelled.’’

There has been much criticism; of the 
Kiel administration in connection with 
the recently completed Mill Creek sewer, 
which cost between $3,000,000 and $3,500,-’ 
00. The cost of the sewer was assessed 
against the property in 1186 city blocks. 
The district extends as far west as 
King’s highway, north to Kennerly av- 
enue, south to Sidney street, and east 
to the Mississippi. River. 

The contracts for the construction of 
the sewer were let in accordance with 
law. The principal complaint has been 
that the sewer cost $1,000,000 more than 
was necessary. The exact profit made 
by the contractor, the Carter Construc- 
tion Co, of New York, is not known, 
but has been estimated at $500,000 to $1,- 
) 000,00. The New York company was 

dder for the contract, its 
eing $500,000 below that of any St. 

Louis contractor. The company sublet 
all the contracts to local contractors, 
and borrowed the-money for the work 
from local banks. - 

Under the special tax bill system of 
letting contracts the taxpayers are 
forced to pay at least 2% per cent more 
for improvements than if the contracts 
were let for cash. The new city charter 
provides that the city may issue bonds 
against special tax bills and pay cash 
for improvements. This law was not in 
effect when the Mill Creek sewer con- 
tracts were let. 

Upon completion of the sewer the con- 
tractor gave a banquet in the sewer to 
city officials, bankers and subcontrac- 
tors. The banquet cost $2 a plate, or 
$5000 for the 200 guests. A considerable 
number of taxpayers in the district have 
organized to resist payment of the spe- 
cial tax bills. 

Seme important {mprovements have 
not been pushed under the Kiel admin- 
istration, of which King’s highway bou. 
levard is an example. Citizens’ organi- 
zations, fearing that this project would 
be dropped, recently started a movement 
to have the city complete certain unfin- 
ished sections of the boulevard., So far 
no definite plan for completing the work 
has been agreed°upon. The right of the 
&ty to proceed with plans for building 
a street instead of a boulevard as orig- 

inally intended, is being contested in the 

‘courts. By paying into court a sum 
equal to the damages to private proper- 
ty that would be affected, the city coul 

} proceed with the work. 


Attitude in Frederick Case.

possible political results. Joseph Siat- 
er, a brother of City Committeeman 
Frank Slater, now Public Administrator, 
was appointed Street Commissioner, 
and Committe Slater was held in 
line for the vote renomination; 
Weeke was appointed excavation super- 
intendent, and his ward was held in 
line. Through combinations with other 
public officials, the Mayor has managed 
to keep more than two-thirds of the 
members of the Republican City organ- 
ization on the municipal payroll.

Jagainst the compromise of the United 
Railways mill tax, which other city of- 
ficilals apparently favor.

CAR JUMPS SEVENTY FEET 


Not long ago, a stock Elgin Six made 
a spectacular exhibition in Grant Park, 
Chicago,- by jumping 36 feet from’ an 
incline hurdle. This record has. been 
smashed pathetically by one of the most 
dare-devil stunts ever pulled off in mo- 
tor history. 

During the big Autocetie Show of 
Kansas City, the Elgin Motor Sales 
Company, of that city, advertised in 
the newspapers, and also by hand-cir- 
culating literature, that on Feb. 15, they 
would make an Elgin Six perform one 
of the most sensational leaps ever at- 
tempted. More than 2000 people gath- 
ereff on the afternoon of the big stunt. 

E. Shiddell, of Kansas 
City, jumped into his Elgin Six; police 
officers backed up the crowd and the 
signal was given that everything was 
ready. The driver stepped on the throt- 
tle, and started from about five blocks 
beyond the incline hurdle. The hurdle 
measured 12 feet on the slant, rose to 
a height of 14 inches, and was built of 
2x8 planks. When one block from the 
weak de the driver looked at his speed- 
ometer. It registered a speed of 37 
miles per hour. 


He hit the incline at 
this tremendous speed. 


It forced the 
Elgin 8 feet into the air, and caused 
it to leap through space for a distance 
of 70 feet, 11 inches, before striking 
the ground. This feat was’ performed 
at 23rd and McGee Rpateigwny, Kansas 
City. 


BUILT 1000 CARS IN MARCH 


The fore part of March the Chevrolet 
Motor Co. of St. Louis received a rush 
order from New York for 1000 cars to be 
delivered by April 2. The last one of the 
lot was completed and loaded into a box 
car Thursday evening, and if the rail- 
roads do their part the order Will be 
delivered on time.

An average of the figures collected 
under greatly varying conditions showed 
that the motor cars which responded to 
the investigation were obtaining a mile- 
age of more than 15 miles to the gallon 
of gasoline and over 200 miles to the 
quart of oil.

NEW AUDITOR TIGHTENS UP 
ON STATE OFFICIALS’ EXTRA PAY 


Tells Board of Equalization Mem- 
bers They Must Attend Meetings 
to Draw %5 a Day. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 31>--The 
State Board of Equalization today con- 
sidered whether they shall pay them- 
selves $5 a day for attendance at board 
meetings on days when they were not 

present. 

Each member of the board presented 
an account of $140 for 28 days. Auditor 
Hackman reminded the other members 
that each of them had been absent trom 
cone or more meetings. He presented his 
own account for only 2 days, or $125. 
The register showed that Attorney-Gen- 
eral McAllister had been present 21 
days. Treasurer Middlekamp 20 days, 
Gov. Gardner 26 days, and Secretary of 
State Sullivan 27 days. 

McAllister declared he would be paid 
for every day the board is in session. 
Middlekamp wanted to know if he was 
to be penalized for being out of town on 
State business when the board was in 
session. Hackman replied that he re- 
ceives $250 a month for such work. 

Gov. Gardner immediately withdrew 
nis account and requested McAllister tu 
furnish him an official opinion as to 
whether board members are entitled to 
draw pay when absent from meetings. 

It has been a rule for many years that 
the five State officials who compose the 
Board of Equalization draw $5 for each 
day all through the summer months, 
though the board never is in actual ses- 
sion more than two weeks. 

Auditor Hackman said no member of 
the board will receive warrants through 
his office for pay except for days wher 
they were actually. present at board 
meetings.

FIFTY AMERICANS 


TAKEN BY MOEWE 
HELD IN GERMANY 


Two Sailors, Prisoners on Raider 
43 -Days, Reach Copen- 
hagen With Story. 


U. S. INQUIRY IGNORED 


Demand, It Is Believed, Will Be 
Made for Release of Men 
in Detention Camp. 


WASHINGTON, March  31.—Official 
dispatches from Copenhagen today con- 
firmed reports that two American £ea- 
men had arrived there from Germanv 


with the story that some 50 others taken 
in raids by the commerce raider Moewe 
were held in detention camps. Reports 
from many sources have convinced offi- 
cials here that Americans captured cn 
the British steamer Esmereldas. are 
held. As yet no repiy has come to at 
inquiry sent through the Spanish For- 
eign Office a week ago as to whether 
there were Americans among the crews 
of vessels captured. . 

Dispatches from Minister Egan today 
told of the two seamen reaching Copsn- 
hagen. They were Alexander Meyer and 
Jack Benson, taken from the Norwegian 
bark Staut. They said that in addition 
to 50 men from the Esmerveldas, the Ger- 
mans are detaining one from the Brit'sh 
steamer Brecknorshire. All, they said, 
are in detention camp at Westphali2. 
The two were released because they 
were on an unarmed ship. 

Will Demand Release, 

This Government, it is considered cer- 
tain, will make a vigorous demand for 
the release of the American sailors. In 
releasing the 69 American seamen taken 
into Germany on thé prize ship ‘Yarrow- 
dale, the German Government announced 
it was taking action because the men 
did not know when sailing that Ger- 
many had declared all armed merchant- 
men warships. 

Meyer and Benson said the Staut 
sailed frgm Norfolk, Va., in September 
for the South Georgia Islands. Min- 
ister Egan continues their story as fol- 
lows: 

“The Staut was sighted by the British 
ship St. Theodore Feb. 3, 1917, which ship 
had been captured by the Germans and 
was manned by a German crew. A Ger- 
man officer boarded the Staut and or- 
dered the crew to pack up belongings 
and embark on the St. Theodore. After 
embarking a bomb was placed in the 
main’ hatch of the Staut and she sank | 
within, 20 minutes. The Staut carrie4 
15 sallors and officers, Benson being the 
only native American and Meyer being 
4& naturalized citizen. They remained 
ten days on the St. Theodore and were 
then transferred to the German cruiser 
Moewe and arrived at Kiel March 21, 
having been 43 days on the Moewe. 

Were Confined Below, 

_ “Benson and Meyer were confined be- 
low on the Moewe, but knew whenever 
a ship had been sunk or torpedoed by 
the new prisoners. According to Ben- 
son, the British schooner Jean had al- 
ready been torpedoed, and also the Rad- 
norshire, the Royal Mail boat, with a 
crew of 88 men, and the Netherby Hall, 
with a crew of 40 men, when the Staut 
was captured with its 16 men. After- 
ward, the Brecknershire was captured 
with 88 men, including one American 
from Seattle; British steamer Eddy, witii 
°%4 men; British steamer French Prince, 
with 39 men; British steamer Rodenta, 
with 29 men; British steamer Katherine, 
with 27 men; British steamer Otaca was 
captured after a fight, eight men being 
killed. 

“The Pacific steam maviainttiies boax 
Elysium Meralda, from Liverpool, hav- 
ing delivered American horses, captured 
with 160 men, 50 of them Americans. One 
man named Smith had army discharge. 
‘Steamer Governor captured after fight, 
five men being killed and the steamer 
Demerditan captured with 35 men. 

‘‘Benson ard Meyer were released to 
Copenhagen after remaining on the 
Moewe for three days in the harbor of 
Kiel. The remaining Americans taken 
off the Moewe and believed were sent 
to Westphalia.” 

Although the dispatch as received here 
gave the name of the ship from which 
most of the Americans were taken as 
the Elysium Meralda, officials thought 
it was an error in transmission and that 
Esmereldas was meant. 

The dispatch gave the Brecknorshire 
as the Breckneckshire, but officials here 
were convinced that two were the same 
and that the vessel was the Brecknor- 
shire.

9523 CITIZENSHIP PAPERS 
APPLIED FOR HERE SINCE FEB, 3 


District Total for Same Period Is 
Above 20,000—Germans, Aus- 
trians and Hungarians Lead. 

Since Feb. 3, when diplomatic rela- 
tions with German were severed, 2523 
persons have applied at the local natur- 
alization office for their first papers. 
Most of them are Germans, Austrians 
and Hungarians. In 1916 the total ap- 
plications here was about 1500. 

In the district tn charge of Chief 
Examiner M. R,. Bevington, in the same 
period, more than 20,000 applications for 
first papers have been filed, about 9 
per cent being Germans, Austrians and 
Hungarians. The district includes Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas, the western, part of 
Tennessee and the southern part of IIll- 
nois. 

There are about 700 courts In this dis- 
trict that can give applicants their cit- 
izenship. The normal applications for 
first papers in the district are abut 10,- 
000 a year, and about 7000 second papers 
a year. A number of courts in the dis- 
trict normally issue between 10 and 0 
papers a year, and now they are is- 
suing as Many as 25 aday. Many cities. 
have written for application blanks, but 
on account of the increase in naturaliza- 
tion all over the country, Bevington has 
been unable to supply the demand. 


PLAN FOR RAISING LARGER 
ARMY READY FOR CONGRESS 


War Secretary Declines to Say if It 
Is on Volunteer or Con- 
scription System. 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—‘In the 
event that Congress desires a plan for 
raising additional forces,’’ said Secre- 
tary Baker today, ‘‘the War Depart- 
ment is prepared to submit one. There 
have been daily ‘conferences during the 
last week between myself and Gen.

| Official Report. Indicates Junc- 


tion of Two Forces May 
Have Been Effected. 


LONDON, March 31.—British forces 
in Mesopotamia advancing to the 
north of Bagdad have occupied the 
town of Kalaat Felujah and the areas 
of Deltawah and Sindyah and Shera- 
ban, according to an official state- 
ment issued today by the British 
press bureau. 

The British troops, the statement 
adds, are now confronted by the rem- 


nants of the Turkish army which re- 
treated from Kut-El-Amara which 
were reinforcéd by fresh units near 


‘Deltawah and Sindyah. 


The statement reads: , 

“Since March 19 our forces operat- 
ing north and northeast of Bagdad 
have been actively engaged in press- 
ing back the enemy troops still re- 
maining in the area and generally 
securing and consolidating the posi- 
tions. 

“In the course of their converging 
movement toward Khanikin- (on the 
Persian border, 100 miles north of 
Bagdad), our own and advancing Rus- 
sian cOlumns encountered considerable 
ditaiculties, the former due to the 
number of small canals and rivers, 
most of which had to be bridged, and 
the latter owing, to snow and the dev- 
astafion of the country by the re- 
treating Turks and the formidable ob- 
stacles offered by the position at Pai- 
tak Pass.

Public Service Comimssion Holds 
City Is Interested Party and Sets 
Hearing for Aprti 9, 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 81.—A plan 
to dismiss the investigation of Union 
Electric Jight and Power Co. rates be- 
fore the Public Service Commission was 
set back today when the commissioners 
decided that the general public in St. 
Louis is also an interested party and 

entitled to a hearing. 
The rates are determined largely upon 
the basis of property used in opera- 


tion. The valuation fixed by the com- 
pany was $30,392,119. The value fixed by 
the commission’s engineers is $21,628,545.

Chairman Hoover of Relief 
Commission Is Greeted by 
30 Mayors on Visit.

PARIS, March 31.—Herbert H. Hoover 
of New York, chairman of the Belgian 
Relief Commission, returning te Paris 
today from a trip through the region 
evacuated by the Germans on _ the 
Somme-Oise, told the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that what impressed him 
most was the gratitude of the inhab- 
itants of this plundered area toward 
the United States for keeping them sup- 
plied with food. 

“As soon as they learned I represent- 
ed the Relief Commission they would 
rush forward to try to embrace me. 
Their affection for Americans engaged 
in the distribution of rations among 
them is as great as their hatred for the 


|Germans, and that is saying a good’ 
deal. 


“I met more than 30 Mayors of towns 
and villages just released from enemy 
occupation and not a single one had 
a word of complaint against the com- 
mission. . . 

“As far as I could discover the Ger- 
mans had ‘made no attempt to intercept 
or interfere with the commission’s con- 
signment, although there were a good 
many iristances of theft, which always 
is in evidence, and which we are obliged 
to discount to a certain extent. 

People Are Appreciative. 

“In my visits to Noyon, Ham, Guis- 
card arid numerous villages between, I 
received pathetic proof of the people's 
desire to show their appreciation of our 
work. They would show me how their 
little reserves of food had been hidden 
away, and sometimes try to turn over 
to me what was left, on the ground they 
now are being fed by the French army 
and no longer are entitled to the sup- 
plies distributed by the commission, 

Despite our efforts, none of the peo- 
ple are sufficiently fed, and many of 
them, particularly the children, showed 
signs of inadequate nourishment. 


* ‘But for America we would have all 
starved to death,’ was the phrase I 
heard again and again. They were sin- 
cerely convinced the Germans would 
have permitted them to perish of hun- 
ger if the commission hadn't stepped in."

OLD PROPHECY SAYS GERMANY 
WILL BE CRUSHED ON AUG, 28 


Prognostication Made in Twelfth 
Century Declares Italy Will 
Smash “Ferocious Beast.” 
PARIS, March 31.—The war will end 


Aug. 28 of this year, and Germany will 
be crushed by the Italians, according to 


@ prophecy attributed to St. Malachie, 
made in the twelfth century, recently 
unearthed by the director of the Civil 
Museum at Como, and published in the 
Petit Journal. 

Malachie, the accuracy of whose pre- 
dictions regarding the line of Popes 
three centuries. after his own era is cele- 
brated, begins by specifying in some- 
what mysterious language the exact 
date—Aug, 28, 1916—on which “‘new races, 
taking their name from Romulus” 
(which must mean the Rumanians) 
would enter the war. 

“‘Then,’’ the prophecy is said to con- 
tinue, “‘the ferocious beast which for 
two years and one month had-covered 
the earth with blood, horror and car- 
nage, will be enveloped on every side, 
and striking out vainly the while, wil 
seek whom it can devour, but will never 
find him. 

“There will be great battles during 13 
moons. The fifth day after the sun 
comes out of the sign of the lion the 
beast will die a very bad death.”’ 

Including the moon, which was new 
the day Rumania entered the war, the 
thirteenth new moon would rise on Aug. 
17 next and vanish again. on Sept. 16, 
and on Aug. 23 the sun leaves the sign of 
the lion to enter under the sign of the 
Virgin. Five days later would be Aug. 
28, and on that day, Malachje says, the 
war must end.

AMERICAN FLAG 
IS RAISED OVER 
DANISH ISLANDS 


United States Takes Formal Pos- 
session With Payment of 
$25,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The final 
act of more than fifty years’ effort to 
bring the Danish West Indies under the 
American flag was completed with for- 
mal ceremonies at the State Depart- 
ment today, when Danish Minister Brun 
received a treasury warrant for $25,000.- 
000, the purchase price, and wireless 
messages were sent to the American 
and Danish authorities at the islands 
to lower the Danish flag and raise the 
Stars and Stripes. 

At noon today the new possessions 
passed definitely and finally under the 
authority of the United States. 

“By giving you this warrant,”’ Secre- 
tary Lansing said, as he handed the 
paper to the Minister, “‘I will save you 
the trouble of transporting 48 tons of 
gold. The value of this paper in coin 
would be equivalent to that weight.”’ 

The islands of St. Thomas, St. John 
and St. Croix contain 138 square miles, 
and have been desired by the United 
States for their strategic importance 
with relation to the Panama Canal and 
the southern coast of the United States. 

Rear Admiral James H. Oliver, chief 
of naval intelligence, will leave Wash- 
ington at once to serve as Governor of 
the islands until Congress decides on a 
permanent form of Government. The 
new possessions will be known tempo- 
rarily as the yee Islands of the Unit- 
ed States. 

The name was chosen by the ha- 
tives of the islands and adopted by 
the United States Government. In 
all there are 50 islards, 
large enough to be of importance. St. 
Thomas is the most important and 
has one of the finest harbors in the 
West Indies. The harbor will be 
transformed into a strong naval base 
by the United States for the protec- 
tion of the Panama Canal and for 
general military purposes.

“In a@ general sense a beligerent has 
a. right to use all kinds of violence 


his enemy which may be necessary. to 
bring the latter to terms: Prima facie, 
therefore, all forms of violence are per- 
missible. But the qualification that the 
violence used shall be necessary vio- 
lence has received a specific meaning; 


so that acts not only cease to be per- 
mitted so soon as it is shown that they 


are wanton, but when they are grossly 
disproportioned to the object to be at- 
tained; and the sense that certain 
Classes of acts are of this character 
has led to the establishment of certain 
prohibitory usages." 

Among the prohibitory usages, it may 
be said that, in the destruction of the 
enemy’s shipping noncomhatant passen- 
gers shall be protected as far as pos- 
sible. But the enemy noncombatant has 
no absolute right to protection; on the 
contrary, it is very restricted. Neither 
can it be contended that the neutral 
nGs.combatant has an absolute right to 
protection. We know the killing’ of 
either is allowable as an incident to 
the use of force to overcome flight or 
resistance on thé part of a ship on which 
they are passengers, The killing of en- 
emy noncombatants is also permissible 
in cases of bombardment; nor is it in- 
cumbent upon an attacking force to give 
notice. In fact, it may decline to per- 
mit the departure of noncombatants in 
sieges and assaults. Reverting to Prof. 
Hall, he says further: 

“On. the other hand, the amount of 
destruction or of suffering which may 
be caused, is immaterial if the result 
obtained is conceived to be proportion- 
ate. Thus no objection has ever been 
made to mines; it is not thought tmprop- 
er to ram a vessel so as to sink her with 
all on board; and torpedoes have been 
received without protest among the 
modern engines of war.’’ 


Test of Lawfulness. 
Another prominent English authority, 


J. M. Spaight, pursuing the same argu- 
ment, says: 

“It is really by its fruits that an en- 
gine of war is judged. The test of the 
lawfulness of any weapon or projectile 
is practically the answer one can give 
to the question: What is its ‘bag?’ Does 
it disable so many of the enemy that 


the military end thus gained condones} 


the suffering it causes?’’ 

That is the theory underlying and 
justifying various forms of pressure 
which may be put upon an enemy. It 
must not, however, be wanton; it must 
have a military object; it must con- 
duce to the shortening of the war dl- 
rectly, not merely remotely, 

The elder Von Moltke, who applied 
this doctrine rigorously during the 
Franco-Prussian war, and whose atti- 
tude may be seen reflected in the Ger- 
man notice, said: 

“The greatest benefit in the case of 
war is that it shall be terminated 
promptly. In view of the’ end it should 
be permitted to use all means, save 
those which are positively condemn- 
able. I am,-by no means, in accord 
with the declaration of St. Petersburg, 
when it declares that the weakening of 


parently destroyed. 

However much we may lament the 
inhumanity involved in the doctrine of 
war that whatever is effective is allow- 
able, it has nevertheless been invoked 
by the most enlightened beliigerents of 
modern times to justify their violence 
against an enemy. And it has génerallyv 
fallen under the condemnation of his- 
tory only when unsucessful.

“I thank you for the report of the 
adoption of new taxes by the Reich- 
stag which, in accordance with the 
Federal Government, has again ad- 
hered to the principle that for re- 
curring expenses continuous receipts 
must be created. Thus, a solid foun- 
dation for our finances is maintained 
even during war. Especially addi- 
tional expenditure for interest on war 
loans is secured by the new sources 
of income. 

“By granting new taxes the Reich- 
stag again has manifested to all the 
world that the German people will 
take upon itself all burdens which are 
necessary for a victorious termina- 
tion of the war for éxistence. The 
secured future of our beloved Fa- 
therland will recompense for all sac- 
rifices, Of this I am firmly convinced. 
God is with us.” 

-The Emperor also congratulated 
Finance Minister von Roedern on the 
success of his efforts.

CHICAGO, March $1.—A plea for 
universal military service and a de- 
mand that the people of the United 
States give their undivided and en- 
thusiastic'support to President Wil- 
son in the present crisis of the na- 
tion was- made by former Secretary 
of War Jacob M. Dickinson, who pre- 
sided at a patriotic mass meeting held 
here tonight. He also suggested that 
the United States will welcome Ger- 
many to the sisterhood of the world’s 
republics when the people of that 

country gain control of their own at- 
fairs. 

Mr Dickinson said in part: 

“Our ships have been sunk and our 
citizens have been ruthlessly put to 
death by the German Government on 
the high seas,,where they were with- 
in their rights under recognized prin- 
ciples of international law. Ameri- 
can citizenship is in danger of be- 
coming a term of world-wide con- 
tempt. 

“The United States must vindicate 
its right to be a nation by protecting 
the property and lives of its citizens 
against unjust aggression. If the 
outrages already inflicted are not 


people, then we are cravens, im- 
pervious to insult, and will inevitably 
sink into a Chinese passivism and in- 
consequence as a nation that will cer- 
tainly invite despoilment of our 
hoarded wealth, the destruction of 
our cities, the devastation of our 
country, the desecfation of our na- 
tional monument the violation of 
our women and the deportation of our 
children into captivity. 

“The crime of war-tust cannot just- 
ly be charged upon us. No other na- 
tion has done more to promote the 
spirit of peace among nations and the 
ectablishment a triunal for the set- 
tlement of ternational differences 
without appéal to arms. We are the 
only nation that ever went to war 
solely in-behalf of the rights and 
liberties of another people. 


“Must Fight With Entente.” 
“If we fight we must act with those 


who are now fighting Germany. The 
result will be quicker and surer, the 
outlay and hazard less; we will be at 
the council board when the terms of 
peace are adjusted and will have friends 
and not stand isolated when the war is 
over. If we have unsettled issues with 
Germany and have no part in the treaty 
of peace, then God help the United 
States. “di 
“If we wage war “ith Germany we 
should make it plain to the German peo- 
ple at large that we do not regard them 
as responsible for our differences; that 


sufficient to arouse the spirit of our 


we believe that it is a condition brought 
about by their military rulers; that we 
bear them no malice; that we would 
gladly welcome them to the sisterhood 
of republics, and that if they shall 
achieve control of their own affairs 
our contest with them will soon be 
ended. 

“The only way to impose the bur- 
den of national defense is by universal 
craining and, when necessity shall arise, 
by universal service. It is not demo- 
cratic to leave the sacrifice to be borne 
alone by volunteers. We should here 
and’ now let Congress know how we 
stand on this question. If we go in 
it must be with all our might. We 
should have no war, or should wage war 
to the limit of our power. 

“It is said that President Wilson ' will 
merely present the facts to Congress and 
make no recommendation. I do not 
believe it. The American people look 
for leadership. I believe that our Presi- 
dent will lead courageously in a way 
that Americans who are lovers of the 
country can proudly follow.”’ 

Gov. Lowden Speaks, 

Gov. Frank O. Lowden, speaking 
at the patriotic celebration, declared 
himself to be unequivocally in favor 
of universal military training and 
said there was no “middle ground” 
on which the nation might stand in 
the present international crisis. 

He suggested that the Governors 
of the food-producing states of the 
Mississippi valley, which he referred 
to as the granary of the continent, 
hold a conference for consideration 
of the question. of consérvation of 
food resources.

Universal Service Indorsed. 


At the end of the exercises a resolu- 
tion was adopted tndorsing universal 
military training. 

The speakers included S. Stuart Pat- 
terson, former president of the Phila- 
delphia Union League; Senator-elect 
Johnson, Senator Boise Penrose, and 
Lieutenant- General S. B. M. Young, re- 
tired. 

Johnson spoke of the spirit of Amer- 
ica and the triumph of democracy. It 
was the spirit of America that animated 
the people of New England, he said, 
when they fired the first shots in the 
American revolution that spoke through 
Washington, John Adams, Henry Clay, 
Monroe, Lincoln, Cleveland and Roose- 


tries; and next week, he declared, the 
spirit of America will speak again. 


Spirit of America Will Speak. 
‘*‘When the spirit of America guise 


then,”’ he said, “‘through the voice of 
the President, of the policy of this 


great nation, you and I, in the spirit 


of America, will follow the policy that 
makes for the maintenance of American 
ideals and the protection of American 
lives.”’ . 

The speaker declared the United States 
‘‘will suffer much, even to the yery ten- 
sion of honor,’’ before going to war, but 
that for the nation to refuse to main- 
tain its. democratic ideals and protect 
its citizens would be to sow “within 
itself the seeds of dissolution.” 


‘Democracy, to survive, must ever, be 
ready to protect its own,” he said. 

‘We have no selfish war of aggrand- 
izement or aggression,’’ he declared at 
another point. ‘“‘We have no lust of 
conquest. We would, only when impera- 
tively compelled by the transgression 
of our rights, by the destruction of our 
lives, enter the combat, and then in the 
spirit of America, the spirit that fook 
no indemnity from China and returned 
Cuba unto its own people.” ' 

Gen. Young urged the people to sup- 
port universal military training. 
Senator Penrose spoke of the unpre- 
paredness of the country. Regarding 
American foreign policy, he said: 

“TI am sufficient of a reactionary’ still 
to believe in that principle enunciated 
by Washington, in the State house with- 
in whose shadows We are now assem- 
bled, that we should entertain friendly 
relations with all nations and contract 
entangling alliances with none.”

News of the activities of the raider 
was brought to Rio Janeiro by the 
French bark. Cambronne, which arrived 
here yesterday. She had on board 236 
men from the crews of vessels sunk by 
the Seeadler. The Cambronne encoun- 
tered the raider on March 7 at latitude 
21 south, longitude 7 west, a point: in 
the Atlantic almost on a line with Rio 
Janeiro and about two-thirds of the way 
to the African coast. After the surviv- 
ors had been put on the Cambronne she 
was ordered to proceed to the coast of 
Brazil, a voyage of 22 days. 

According to the Jornaldo Brazil, the 
raider was loaded with mines, which ex- 
plains the destruction of vessels off the 
coast of Brazil. The commerce destroy- 
er is reported to be armed with two 
guns of 105 millimeters (4 inches) and 16 
machine guns. The vessel has three| 
masts and is equipped with wireless. Its 
crew consists of 64 men under the com- 
mand of Count Ukner. 

Left Germany Dec. 22. 

The refugees say the raider left Ger- 
many on Dec. 22, escorted by a subma- 
rine. They said the commander de- 
clared that the German Emperor and 
the Crown Prince alone knew of the ex- 
pedition. . 

No complaints have been made as to 
the treatment of the gailors while they 
wére prisoners on board the reider. They 
got the name of the boat as the Sea Adler 
and say thet she was provisioned for 18 
months and had a great supply of mu- 
nitions and explosives. On sighting a 
merchantman the raider hoisted a Nor- 
wegian flag which was replaced by 
the German ensign when her prey was 
within reach of her guns. Among the 
refugees are two women, the wives of 
two captains of sunken vessels. 

List of Vessela Sunk. 

Eleven ships were sunk by the raider 
before the Cambronne Was sent to Rio 
Janeiro with the crews. The vessels 
destroyed were: Antonin, French sailing 
vessel, 3,071 tons, owned in Dunkirk, 31 
| men on board; British Yeoman, British 
sailing vessel, 19538 tons, owned in Vic- 
toria, B. C., 21 men; Buenos Ayres, Ital- 
ian sailing vessel, 1811 tans, owned in 
Naples, 21 men; Charles nod, French 
sailing vessel, 2159 tons, owned in Nan- 
tes, 24 men; Dupleix, Frénch sailing 
vessel, “2206 tons, owned in Nantes, 22 
men; Gladys Royle, British steamship, 
$268 tons, owned in Sunderland, 26 men; 
Horngarth, British steamship, 3609 tons, 
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Tas men; Lady Island (or Landy Island), 


4500 tons, 26 men (not listed); La Roche- 
foucauld, French sailing vessel, 2200 tons. 
‘owned in Nantes, 2% men; Perce, Brit- 


woman; Pinmore, British sailing vessel, 
2431 tons, owned in Greenock, 29 men. 

There were 22 men in the crew of the 
Cambronne bringing up the total of 
peaveres who reached Rio Janeiro to 286. 

Among the men from the destroyed 
ships are several Americans. 

Ship Attempted te Escape. 

The Horngarth, which was off her way 
from Montevideo to Plymouth, with 6600 
tons of grain, disobeyed the raider’s or- 
der to halt and attempted to escape. 
The captain finally surrendered after 
four members of his crew, including the 
chief engineer and his assistant, had 
been wounded by machine gun fire. The 
Lady Island was loaded with 4900 tons 
of sugar, the Antoinine with 4000 tons 
of nitrates and the Charles Gounod with 
$100 tons of grain. 

The thoroughness with which the Ger- 
mans carried on their work of destrue- 
tion is shown by their treatment of the 
Campbronne. They cut away part of her 
masts and destroyed some of her galls, 
with the idea of delaying her passage 
to Brazil and keeping secret as long as 
possible the presence of the raider in 
the South Atlantic. All pepers on the 
Cambronne were seized and a large part 
of her cargo was destroyed. 

The survivors who have reached here 
can give no definite account of the 
movements of the See Adler, although 
they say that most of the vessels were 
sunk off the Brazilian coast. The Horn- 
garth put up the stiffest fight. It re- 
quired 21 cannon shots, fired from a dis- 
tance of two and one-half miles, to 
sink her. 

Crew Heavily Armed. 

Tt is related by survivors that their 
reception on the raider was such as to 
discourage any attempt to make trouble. 
The Germans were lined up on the deck, 
every man heavily armed, as each new 
contingent of prisoners was taken on 
board. 

The sailing 


vessel, Charles Gou- 


ish schooner, 364 tons, six men, one! 
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nod, was the first ship sunk. Her 
captain gave the following account of 
his experiences: 

“When we first sighted the raider 
[she was flying the Norwegian flag. 
We learned her intentions when she 
opened fire with machine guns, shoot- 
‘ing our sails. We hove to and the 
raider launched a whaleboat equipped 
with a motor. 

“Before the Germans boarded us 
we hastily collected and destroyed 
all the papers which might have been 
useful to the enemy. A junior Ger- 
man officer boarded us and declared 
our vessel to te a prise of war. Then 
another boatload of Germans came on 
board and searched the ship.” 

The captain of the Dupleix said: 

“In spite of the fact that I was ill, 
I was treated with no consideration 
by the Germans. For two hours Ger- 
mas sailors pillaged my ship, carry- 
ing away everything they wanted. 
Then we were all gent to the See Ad- 
ler in our own small boats. These 
boats were then sunk, 

“Two bombs were placed in the 
hold of the Dupleix and one in the 
main hatchways. The Bombs ex- 
ploded and set fire to the ship, which 
began to g0 down. The flames 
spread rapidly, but before the third 
bomb went off the ship sank. 


“We met the raider in mid-Atlantic 
about on @ liné with the mouth of the 
Amazon. We were kept prisoner on 
the See Adler from March 6 to March 
21. Before leaving the raider we were 
compelled to promise that we would 
not engage in any act of war during 
the remaining périod of hostilities,” 

The captain of the Cambronne said 
the Germans at first told him they in- 
tended to sink his ship but subse- 
quently decided to use his vessel to 
send the prisoners to Brazil. 

“IT was removed from command of 
my ship,” he said, “and John Mullen, 
captain of the Pinmore waé@ inatrugt- 
ed to take the vessel with all the. 
prisoners on the See Adler to Rio 
Janeiro. The prisoners Were trané- 


ferred in my boats to the Qambron- 


ee 
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los The top sail masts were sewed 
through in two places and the sails 
were thrown overboard so that our 
progress might be delayed and that 
the raider might reach a distant point 
before we gave out news of her pres- 
ence in the Atlantic. The Germans 
compelled some of the prisoners to 
throw overboard about 50 tons of salt 
petre from the Cambronne.” 


For the most part the Germans 
compensated the prisoners for their 
service. A remarkable cas? was that 
of a Hollander. This mah was as- 
signed to work in the galley. At the 
end of his stay on the raider his 
German captors handed him 160 
marks in German paper money for 
his work. He refused the payment 
with a gesture of disdain. He was 
at once arrested and is now a prison- 
er on the Seeadler, the only member 
of the captured crews who was not 
given ~his liberty, it. is said. 


‘Life passed pleasantly on board 
the raider, the released men report, 
The spilors hada band which played 
frequently and enthusiastically when 
the men were off duty. ‘Their or- 
chestra was composed of three man- 
dolines, three violins, a flute and a 
bass drum. 


Americans Well Treated. 


The rescued men are of the opinion 
that the Germans treated their 
prisoners relatively well because of 
fear that their own capture was ulti- 
mately almost certain.

Especial 
consideration, acording to the sailors, 
seemed to be given the Americans 
among the captives on the raider. In 
spite of the expressed desire of the 
raider’s officers not to shed blood 
the Seeadler did not hesitate to turn 
loose her machine guns on the decks 
and on the bridges of any vessel she 
was capturing if there were signs of 
the ship not surrendering at once. In

METHODS FOR FIGHTING 


MITES ON POULTRY 


Sunshine, Ventilation and Clean- 
liness Requisites Commended 
by a Missouri Authority. 


The gray poultry mite, which takes on 
a distinct reddish cast after the meal of 
blood, is commonest in dark, \ damp, 
dirty poultry houses. The logical reme- 
dies recommended by T. J. Talbert of 
ths Missouri College of Agriculture are 
sunshine, ventilation and cleanliness. 
The henhouse should be so constructed 
that it_can easily be kept clean and so 
that there will be no cracks or crevices 
in the roosts or elsewhere to furnish 
hiding places for the mite during the 
daytime when they are not on the fowls. 
Mites feed at night, crawling from fowl 
to fowl, so that one infested bird may 
introduce them into the entire flock. 

Sunshine is one of the best disinfac- 
tants as well as a great foe to the mite, 
and it should be given access to just as 
much of the henhouse as possible. Reg- 
ular spraying with kerosene emulsion, 
strong tobacco solutions, or commercial 
stock dips will help greatly. Commercial 
lime, sulphur and miscible oils in such 
form that they will mix readily with 
water for use 'n spraying orchards also 
are helpful in combating the mite. One 
application is not enough to kill the 
young which may have developed from 
the eggs laid about the roosts or in the 
filth. It should be applied with sufficient 
force to penetrate all cracks and crev- 
ices. 

Kerosene emulsion properly prepared 
at home will give good results. Talbert 
gives the following directions for mak- 
ing it: Dissolve one-half pound laundry 
soap or a pound of lye soap in a gallon 
of soft water; take the salution off the 
fire and add two gallons of kerosene be- 
fore cooling. Mix them thoroughly by 
churning 10 or 15 minutes and use one 
part of the emulsion to eight or nine 
parts of water when ready to apply. 

One part boiled lime sulphur made ex- 
actly as for orchard spraying may be 
mixed with eight parts of water, and 
the commercial stock dips may: be used 
in accordance with printed directions 
usually sent with them. Strong tea 
made by boiling tobacco stems in water 
gives good results, and whitewashing 
should not be neglected. 

Spray pumps of many different sizes 
and types are on. the market. Bucket 
pumps, knapsack sprayers and automat- 
ic sprayers will be useful in the garden 
and orchard as well as in the henhouse, 
although a longer hose or extension rod 
will be needed in the orchard. A barrel 
pump or power sprayer may be used 
with good results if it is already on 
hand, but is more expensive than the 
average farm needs for henhouse work.

Effect of Food on 
Egg Yolk Colors 


While analyses have not shown that 
eggs with a yolk of a deep yellow color 
have any food qualities not passessed 
by light colored yolks, the preference is 


universally for the yellowest yolks. This: 


is merely a matter of choice in appear- 
ance and is no more explainable than 
the preference for brown-shelled eggs 
or yellow-legged chickens. 

So insistent has been the demand h 
some markets for the yellow-yolkeé 
eggs that poultry raisers have taken t. 
certain feeds that would deepen the 
yellow color. One of these is yellow 
corn, the’ pigment found in which is the 
same as that in the yalk of eggs. Chem- 
ists have found through analysis that 
the feeding value of yellow corn differs 


rin no way from that of white, which is 


in keeping with their findings as to yel- 
low and white yolks in eggs. 
Green feed also deepens the yellow col-

To settle:a controversy among some 
chicken raisers here, what Is the best 
time to put away eggs for the winter in 
silicate of soda—W. G., St. Louis, Mo. 

' do not wish to be considered as the 
final authority in this matter, but my 
personal preference among all months 
in which to preserve eggs is April. May 
is almost, if not quite as good. More 
eggs are laid in April than any other 
month of the year and usually prices 
are fewest then. Eggs laid during April 
and May also seem to be of better qual- 
ity and apparently are better keepers 
than those laid rater in the season, In 
other words, they -are said to be 
“‘stronger.”’ 


Unknown Variety. 

Will you kindly tell me the name of a 
hen which I have which until a few 
days ago I believed, to be a Houdan? 
It is brown and black and has a large 
black topknot, black legs and is about 
the size of a Leghorn, although a little 
longer in body, and it carries its tall 
down.—L. D. H., St. Charles, Mo. 

Our guess would be that this bird is-a 
cross of some kind. It is possible that 
the bird is a Crevecoeur,\a variety be- 
longing to the French class. Its black 
color would indicate this, although these 
birds are heavier than Leghorns. It 
may also be one of the Polish varieties. 
The three breeds—Houdans, Crevecoeurs 
and Polish, all have topknots. The va- 
rieties of each cover quite a wide field 
in form, weight, color of plumage, etc., 
hence the difficulty of telling you defi- 
nitely which breed or variety your bird 
belongs to, from the brief description 
you have given. 


Vent Disease. 

I have a flock of White Wyandottes 
that I have been trapnesting, from 
which to pick my heavy layers for a 
laying strain. One of these hnens had 
not laid this year and after investigat- 
ing I discovered it was affected with 
vent-gleet, which may be of long stand- 
ing. I have taken this hen away from 
the rest of the flock. Is there any way 
to find out whether the male bird may 
be affected, causing him to spread the 
disease?—B. T., St. Louis, Mo. 

There is no way of telling whether or 
not the male is affected -with. this 
trouble, except, of course, in case other 
birds in the flock should develop. the 
ailment. . There is a possibility, how- 
ever, that this is not an infectious ail- 
ment. It may be due to a broken egg 
in the oviduct, or some other ‘internal 
disorder. 


I have noticed several articles in your 
Sunday poultry page on egg records and 
I hope you will give this a little space. 
I have 32 single comb white Leghorn 
pullets hatched April 6, 1916. They be- 
gan laying Oct. 21 and their record since 
then is as follows: Oct. 21-Nov. 1, 22 
eggs; November, 231 eggs; December, 340 
eggs; January, 349 eggs; February, 6513 
eggs; March 1-11, 233 eggs. Are thése 
birds laying a good average or should 
they do better? I feed mixed feed, oy- 
ster shell, charcoal, ground bone and 
dry mash, but i am inchned to think 
there may be something else I could 
feei to increase their egg yield. Is this 
a good record or not?—Louis J. Hoff- 
man, St. Louis. 

Your pullets are making a far better 
record than the average flock for this 
season of the year. The period during 
which you have kept records:is the sea- 
son in which the average flock lays the 
fewest eggs, and yet your birds would 
average more than 100 eggs a year if 
they should lay no more the rest of the 
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year than they laid Seas these 14 
days of winter. The averege hen is said 
to lay about 8 eggs a year. 


Layers Falling Off. 

I have 3% hens of mixed breeds and 
have been getting plenty of eggs un- 
til about three weeks 1¢0, when I 
put them into a pen 50 by 80 feet. 
Now I am getting less than half the 
eggs that I received when they ran 
out. I am feeding poultry feeds. 
They now stay all grouped up in one 
corner of the pen most of the time, 
What can I do to get them to laying 
‘again?—G. E. J., Poplar Bluff, Mo.

A GIFT TO FRANCE 
OF $00,000,000 


West Virginia Congressman Has 


Measure Ready for Introduc- 
tion Into Congress. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Repre- 
sentative Andrew Jackson Montague 
of the Third West Virgina District, 
has drafted for introduction at the 
opefing of; the extraordinary session 
of Congress next week a bill propos- 
ing ‘“‘to extend, on behalf of the peo- 
ple o fthe United States, to the .peo- 
ple of France a gift of $1,000,000,000,” 
to be used “for the purchase in the 
United States of commodities and 
supplies of any and all kinds by the 
Government of the French Republic.” 

Representative Montague had a 
similar bill in mind at the last ses- 
sion, the specific purpose of it teing 

“a gift of supplies to the oe 
people of France and Belgium.” 
did not offef the measure, but iad 
widespread interest,that has been 
awakened by the New York World’s 
proposal to “give $1,000,000,000 to 
France” has led him to draft a bill 
embodying the idea. 

The text of the bill, entitled “a bill for 
the relief of the people of France,”’ cites 
in detail the aid which the King of 
France rendered the American colonies 
during the American Revolution, and 
states that ‘“‘France, responding to re- 
peated requests of the United States 
* * * had the goodness to _ support 
them, not only with forces by land and 
sea, but also with advances of money, 
as abundant as they were effectual, in 
the critical situation to which their 


| affairs were reduced.”’ 


The bill directs that the Secretary of 
the Treasury be authorized to borrow 
on the credit of the United States such 
sums as may be necessary, not exceed- 
ing $1,000,000,000 in the aggregate, and 
the proceeds when received. shall be used 
only for making advances to the French 
republic for expenditures in the United 
States. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized to prepare and issue bonds of 
the United States in such form and sub- 
ject to such terms and conditions as he 


may prescribe. The bill further sets 
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In: view of the fact that the 
Victrola is the instrument of 
the great artists—Galli-Curci;

Montague has drafted an alternative 
measure which provides, after the pre- 
amble given above, ‘“‘that for the pur- 
chase in the United States of commodi- 
ties and supplies of any and all kinds 
by the Government of the French repub- 
lic, the President is hereb yauthorized 
to extend, on behalf of the people of 
the United States, to the people of 
France, a gift of $500,000,000 and a loan 
of $600,000,000, and such loan shall not 
bear interest and shall be repayable at 
the pleasure of the Government of the 
French republic.’

NEW YORK, March 31.—Sales 
amounting to nearly $2,500,000 were 
made at the fur auction that ended 
here today, it was announced at the 
close of business.

HIGH COST O% DYEING 10 BE 
ADDED TO HIGH LIVING COST 


The high cost of dyeing will be added 
to the high cost of living, according to 
an ‘announcement made yesterday dy 
Frank W. Northway, secretary of the 
St. Louis Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Asso- 
ciation. He said the charges for both 
dyeing and cleaning would be increased, 
beginning tomorrow. 

The increase, he said, will be the first 
that has been made in this business 
since the war began. It is due to the 
advanced cost of labor, dyes, chemicals 
and gasoline. The charge for cleaning 
kid gloves will be increased from 56 to 
10 cents a pair, and women’s suits, 
whether-in one piece or two, will not be 
cleaned for less than $1.50. Palm Beach 
suit-cleaning rates have not.been an- 
nounced, but $1.25 will be charged for 
cleaning men’s wool suits, in either two 
or three pieces.

UN $62,000,000 
BUND PROPOSALS 


Give Plans for Making St. Louis 
Ideal Industrial and Resi- 
dentiai City. 


WIDEN PINE STREET 


Would Improve River Front and 
River des Peres and Elimi- 
nate Grade Crossings. 


The detailed report of the board of five 
engineers, recommending public im- 
provements to be financed by bond is- 
sues aggregating $62,000,000, to promote 
the commercial and industrial progress 
of St. Louis, and to make the city more 
attractive residentially, was made pub- 
lic today by the Chamber of Commerce 

Included in the plan are river front 
improvement; reconstruction of the cen- 
tral part of the city, from Twelfth 
street to Grand avenue, along the lines 
of a modified parkway, plan, widening | 
Pine street to the nearest alley on either 
side, with a park in front of Union Sta- 
tion; waterworks extension; improve- 
ment of River des Peres; municipal ratl- 
road along the river front; drives, res- 
ervations and park additions and im- 
provements; grade crossing elimination; 
sewer additions and extensions; and mi- 
nor improvements of importance. 

The park, street, sewer and grade 


mendations, 


and some minor recommendations, are 
an indorsement of recommendations of- 
ficially made by members of the Board 
of Public Service. 

Began Work Last July. 

An outline of the report was published 
in the Post-Dispatch Feb. 18, after it 
had been presented to the Commercial 
Club. The board of engineers began 
work last July, and its expenses were 
met by the Commercial Club and the 
Chamber of Commerce. Julius Pitzman 
was chairman of the board, and the 
vther members were Frank Jonah, chief 
engineer of the Frisco Railroad; Baxter 
L. Brown, chief engineer of the Alton 
& Southern Railroad; Edward Flad and 
M. L. Holman, former Water Commis- 
sioners. 

The Mayor, Comptroller and Aldermen 
to be elected April 3 will be in office 
when most of the plans for these im- 
provements will be considered. If bond 
issués are voted, they will have charge 
of the expenditure of the money. For 
this reason, it is pointed out, the impor- 
tance and extent of the present plans 
adds to the necessity for selecting, at 
this week’s primaries and next month's 
election, men who can be trusted to bear 
these big responsibilities honestly ana 
capably. 

The Chamber of Commerce, in co-oper- 
ation with the Commercial Club, has 
had the report published in pamphlet 
form. The proposal will later be taken 
up for discussion and approval by the 
executive committees of the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Commercial Club. 
The plans and report will be kept on 
file by the two organizations. 

Work Was Broadened. 

The Board of Engineers was ap- 
pointed to prepare plans for river 
front improvement, but their work 
Was broadened, after a few months, 
to include first the subject of ter- 
minal facilities, which was intimate- 
ly connected with that of the river 
front, and later the other needed 
steps in city development. 

In its report the engineers say that 
the commercial advancement of St. 
Louis has been retarded by (1) the 
high price of property available for 
industrial purposes; (2) lack of suf- 
ficient switch tracks, terminal facil- 
ities and team yards for handling 
freight; (3) lack of proper accommo- 
dation for suburban transportation; 
(4) excessive charges for switching 
within the city limits; and (5) high 
charges for water for manufacturing 
purposes. These hindrances are con- 
sidered in connection with the pro- 
are set forth in the 
report, 

The plan of the engineers for river 
front improvement is to retain the 


Levee between Chestnut and Carr 


streets, with its present paving, for 
use of the existing type of steam- 
boats. South of Chestnut street a ver- 
tical retaining or quay wall, 54 feet 
high, would be built, and the river 
dredged, to make possible the load- 
ing and unloading of boats by trav- 
eling cranes and other modern ma- 
chinery from and to warehouses lo- 
cated west of this wall and south ot 
Spruce street, which will have rail- 
road and truck facilities adjoining. 
Thig wall can be extended as far 
south as the demands of business 
require, * 
Reservation for Park. 

Between Chestnut and Spruce 
streets and west of the quay wall a 
reservation for a river front park 
is proposed. The present elevated 
railroad structure is to remain, and 
a double track line is to be added 
to the east of it. This track would 
descend to earth about Carr street, 
and the plan north of that street fits 
in with the plan for the municipal 
railroad. The construction of this 
additional elevated’ line, however, is 
not advised at present. 

The total cost of this plan of river 
front improvement is figured at $6,- 
600,000. 

The engineers then propose the ¢om- 
pletion of the municipal railroad along 
tue river front, from the Chain of 
Rocks to River des Peres. The recom- 
mendation is that the present line be 
extended from East Grand avenue to 
Clinton street, a distance of 2.32 miles, 
to connect there with the tracks to be 
obtained from the S8t. Louls Transfer 
Rallway Co., extending south to Arsenal 
street. 

This line will be located along the 
river front for the greater part of the 
distance and west of the C., B. & Q. 
tracks. A large portion of the route is 
lowned by the city and but little right of 
way will have to be acquired. The 


, North Market steset docks now undor, 
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all 


construction by the city will be served 
by this extension.. 


Would Extend Tracks. 

It is also recommended that the tracks 
to be obtained from the’ St. Louis Trans- 
fer Railway Co. be extended southward- 
ly from Arsenal street to River des 
Peres, a distance of 4.56 miles, to a con- 
nection with a proposed railroad in the 
River des Perés Valley. This extension 
will pass through the city workhouse 
Property, where sufficient room can be 

provided on-the city propeyty for a mu- 
nicipal storage and distribution yard 
for the economical handling of the city’s 
supplies and fo and for the gradual construc- 


tion of an extensive interchange or 
clearing yard, as the development of 
traffic on the municipal railway may 
require. 

An added detail of this plan is the 
shifting of the harbor lines, to widen 
the levee between the free bridge and 
President street about 108 feet, yielding 
the city about 22.5 acres of land. The 
cost of the whole municipal railroad 
plan is figured at $1,100,000. 

The next proposal is for an additiona, 
approach to the free bridge, on the St. 
Louis side, for freight traffic. This ap- 
proach would facilitate the transfer 
from the bridge to the river front

bond issue. The street would then be 
substantially widened and the lots on 
each side, having a depth of about 75 
feet, could be resold or leased to private 
parties under restriction as to the na- 
ture of the improvements, subject to 
the approval of the city authorities.”’ 

Pine street is the one selected for the 
first improvement. Including a park in 
front of Union Station, this improve- 
ment is figured to cost $10,000,000. The 
assessed value of the property which 
would be required on Pine street, it is 
stated, is $4,141,805.. After the street is 
widened and reconstructed, it is figured, 
the resale of the property on both sides 
will produce a fund which can be ap- 
plied to the development of the next 
street, and this process would continue. 

The proposed Union Station park 
would extend west from Eighteenth to 
Twentieth street and north from Mar- 
ket street to the present alley south of 
Pine street. ‘This alley line, under the 
improvement plan, would become the 
south side of the widened Pine street. 

For this plan and the river front im- 
provement, the State Constitution would 
have to be amended, to grant the city 
the right of excess condemnation. A bill 
for such an amendment has been intro- 
duced in the Legislature. 


Plans as to Watervwerks. 

The recommendations as to water- 
works extension are: 1. An issue of $2,- 
000,000 waterworks bonds, to be baseu 
on the credit of waterworks income; 2. 
Tnat the waterworks be lowered ‘‘to 
produce no more than a reasonable and 
safe excess above the amount of reve- 
nue required;’’ and 3. That future ex- 
tensions be paid for from the proceeds 
of the bond issue, which shall run for 
50 years if legal authority for so long 
a term can be obtained.

acres, for recreation and camping pur- 
poses, are also recommended, and five 
places are suggested. These are 1. The 
Migsouri River Plateau above the 
Chain of Rocks; 2. The Missouri River 
near Florissant; 3. Creve Coeur Lake 
and lands for waterworks; 4. The Mer- 
amec River between Fenton and Valley 
xark; and 6 The Mississippi River 
Bluff south of Koech Hospital. A bond 
issue of $3,000,000 is‘ recommended for 
these drives and reservations. 

The engineers recommend that a bill 
now pending in the Legislature, for a 
constitutional amendment lengthening 
the term of bond issues, be supported. 
The proposed amendment would permit 
the issuance of bonds for a period to 
equal the useful life of the improvemen: 
to be provided. The present limit is 2 
years. A 60-year period would not be 
too long in the case of some — 
ments, it is held. 

The rest of the improvements named 
by the engineers have heretofore been 
recommended by the members of the 
Board of Public Service, and the engi- 
neers indorse their rect endations 
The largest items of these pro- 
posalis are: Sewer additions and 
extensions, $3,660,000; additional parks 
and playgrounds and park im- 
provements, $3,500,000; and grade 
crossing elimination, with ‘bridges, $2,- 
000,000. The lesser items are: Markets, 
$750,000; Street and Sewer Department 
requirements, $650,000; Municipal Farm, 
$450,00; moforizing Fire Department, 
$400,000; Koch Hospital, $260,000.

WHY GEN. WOOD 


WAS TRANSFERRED 
TO NEW COMMAND 


' Tact and Clear Vision Needed as 


Head of the Department of 
the East, Says Writer. 


HE WAS OFTEN REBUKED 


He Ignored Warnings and Con- 
tinued to Criticise His Su- 
periors in Service. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 31.—The follow- 
ing dispatch to the Evening Post rel- 
ative to the transfer of Gen. Leonard 
Wood from New York to Charicston 
was signed by David Lawrence. Wash- 
ington correspondent or that newspa- 
per: 

Major-General Wood’s transfer from 
the Eastern Department to the newly 
created Southeastern Division has 
caused a lot of talk. Why? If he had 
‘heen merely attending to his soldering 
business, advocating preparedness or 
what not, that had to do with strictly 
military affairs, his friends would not 
row be questioning the simple announce- 
ment from the War Department that the 
transfer was made ‘for the good of 
the service.”’ 

That little phrase may mean several 
things. The Southeastern Department 
needs to be made efficient. Leonard 
Wood is one of the best soldiers and 
tacticians in the country today. Nobody 
doubts this, neither the President nor 
the Secretary of War. 

Political Activities. 

The fact that Gen. Wood has shown 
trong Republican sympathies, that nav 
attended a political conference last vear 
at which the question of a candidate 


was discussed, or hat he was indirect- 
ly involved in a political propagand1i 
may have been unpleasant to the admin- 
istration, but if. it intended to take um- 
brage at such things, plenty of oppor- 
tunity has been afforded ere this.

FRENCH BALLOON LOOKS 
“UKE A GREAT TADPOLE 


New Gasbag, Called Le Caquot, 
Supersedes German Type ‘Sau- 
Sages’ for Observation Work. 


PARIS, March 31.—Among the latest 
triumphs of the French aerial service 
is a new observation balloon, known as 
Le Caquot. At the beginning of the war 
observers other than those in aeroplanes 
utilized kite balloons of the Germa 
Drachen type, called by the French sol- 
diers “‘sausages.’’ There are still some 
of these at the front, but Le Caquot fs 
much preferred. 

In shape it fesembles a great tasipole. 
Whereas, the Drachen is inconvenienced 
by a wind of frorr 50 to 5 feet a second, 
2 Caquot can remain in the air unless 
the wind exceeds 65 té 7 feet a second. 

It takes 50 experienced men to ma- 
neuver it, for as soon ag it leaves the 
shed great attention must be paid to 
the wind currents so as to save the er:- 
velope from being torn. 

Aitached to the balloon is a wicker 
car, 1n which the abserver is installed 
with his maps, charts, arms, bdarome- 
ters and telephone, the latter fixed over 
his ears, so as to teave his hands free. 
He also is provided with glasses and 
a white silk parachute for an emergency. 

When the balloon attains an altitude 
of from 2000 feet to 3000 feet the wind- 
lass to which the cable is fixed is drawn 
by horses or motor car at a moderate 
pace to a point near the enemy lines, 
where a refuge excavated in the soil 
has been prepared. This accomplished,

If the balloon is 
menaced the crew brings it down from 
5000 feot in seven to 10 minues. 

Observers frequently pass from 15 to 
18 hours in the: restricted space of the 
balloon cars, communicating with the 
batteries by telephone, but even strong 
men are unable to pass more than three 
days at a time at this exhausting occu- 
pation, constantly exposed to the en- 
emy’s fire. 


20 PER CENT DECREASE IN 
CHINA'S TEA EXPORTS TO U, S., 


Slump in 1916-17 Season Due to High 
Exchange Rates and Excessive 
Freight Charges, 
SHANGHAI, March 31.—The exporta- 
tion of tea to the United States declined 
about 20 per cent during the 1916-17 sea- 
son, as compared with the previous 
year. This resulted from several] causes. 
Tea drinkers in the United States are, 
on the whole, consumers of the products 
of all producing countries—Japanese 
green tea. Formosan oolong, Chinegso 
green and vilack tea, and from Ceylon, 
Java and India the black varieties. 
Therefore, when crops are short or 
prices or exchange rates are unfavor- 
able in one country, the American de- 
mand may be supplied frcm some other 
source. High exchange and prevailing 
freight rates probably increased laid- 
down costs of Chinese tea in America 
25 or 30 per cent, but as the. season ad- 
vanced buying in the United States be- 
came moro active. KMuropean war ex- 
igencies have also influenced China's 

tea trade. 

The supplies of green tea for the 1913- 
17 season have been about 10 rer cent 
less than for the previous season, and 
this shortage has been largely in Ping- 
sueys and Hoochows, which compris 
about 45 per cent of the crop of green 
tea and which are exported principally 
io the United States. 


DESERTER RETURNS FROM 
EUROPE TO REJOIN ARMY 


Veteran of Ypres Hopes to Clear Rec- 
ord and Again Fight for 
Uncle Sam. 

FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kan., March 
31.—Love for his adopted country has 
brought William P. Mangan, veteran of 


the fighting arourtd Ypres, back to the 


United States to try to clear himself of 
a charge of desertion so he again may 
take his place in the regular army, He 
is held awaiting trial by courtmartial. 

Mangan was a Corporal in H Com- 
pany, Twenty-sixth United States In- 
fantry, when the European war began. 
He received a letter from his home 
in Scotland, telling him that a brother 
had been captured by the Germans. An.- 
other, a little later, said another 
brother had died in action. These let- 
ters aroused in Mangan a desire to take 
his plaee on the firing line in Europe, 
and he deserted. When he heard the 
United States was near war, he returned 
to clear his record and fight for Uncle 
Sam.

KANSAS CITY, Kan., March 31.—Har- 
ry Sutton of Concordia, Kan., is very 
eager to wed Miss Lovilla Love, 17 
years old, of the same town. Miss Sut- 
ton is willing, but not yet. She came 
here to get away from Sutton’s ardent 
wooing. Sutton followed and she had 
him arrested. : 

Sutton pleaded with her. He said he 
feared she was going to be married to 
another. 

‘No, I’m not; I’m going to be married 
to you, but not yntil I’m 18 years old,” 
she declared. 

Mrs. Nelson Sutton, Lovilla’s sister, 
and Sutton’s sister-in-law, sustained her 
in that attitude, so Sutton, agreeing to 
wait a year, went back to Concordia.

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DESCRIBES GERMAN 
RAID ON COAST TOWN 


Englishman Was Leaving Home 
When Shells Wrecked House 
Killing Wife and Child.

BROADSTAIRS, England, March 12.— 
An example of what happens when a 
German squadron uppears off the Brit- 
ish coast and drops a few shells intv 
a sleeping conmunity is vividly told by 
Horace Morgan, a cafpenter, one of the 
sufferers whose wife and child were 
killed oy a German shell in the recent 
raid of the Gerr-an destroyer fleet upon 
the summer resort town of Broadstairs 

Just before midnight the destrvyers 
appeared cff the peach promenads, They 
sent up a few star shells to light up the 
slumbering town, sent a broadside or 
two in the general direction of the bath- 
houses, and were gone. 

Three of the shells, gcing wide of their 
mark, hit Morgan's cottage, and he 4de- 
scribed the tragedy as follows: 

“I was preparing for bed, when |! 
heard a number of explosions. ‘The sky 
was lit up with star shells. I decided 
to walk down towards the water front 
and see what was going on. 

“T had my hafhd on the door knob, 
when two shells burat almost simul- 
taneously against the house. I werit 
back into the kitchen, while a cloud of 
dust and plaster began to fill the room. 
As I walled over to «he staircase part 
of the framework of the stairs fell down 

“T haard the children crying upstairs 
and called to my wife. She didn’t an- 
swer. The eldest boy, ¥ years old, came 
tumbling down the broxen staircase. 
usking, ‘Where's mother?’ The whole 
room was now filled with brick and rub- 
bish. I pushed the boy out of the door 
and told him to run over to his grand- 
mother’s and ask for help. 

“Then I ran upstairs. I caught hold 
of another bey He didn’t seem injured, 
althought he is now in the hospital. [ 
told him also to go to his grandmoth- 
en's. Then I found my little girl lying 
half-conscious at the top of the stairs 
per forehead te:ritly bruised. She re- 
vived as I picked her up and I sent her, 
ioo, to grandmcther. 

“Another girl, Doris. who has since 
died, got out of bed herself. but could 
rot reach the stairs. I called to her ta 
come to me, but she cried and said: ‘J 
can’t, daddy; I’m hurt.’ 

“I went in, brought her downstairs, 
handing her to one of .he boys who was 
still lingering near the door. Hoe car- 
ried her to her grandmother's. 

‘Then, at the top of the stairs, I found 
ny wife, half covered with plaster and 
Gebris. She wes dead. She still held 
the baby and the little one groaned and 
seemed aiive, although she, too, had 
gone. I took the baby up, rushed out- 
doors and handed her to the first man 
I met. I went back to my wife.”’

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HEN the House of Romanoff fell a 
few weeks ago, with the abdica- 
tion of the Czar of Russia, there 
came to an end one of the most 
extraordinary dynasties in the his- 
tory of the world, a dynasty that 
took a stretch of tundra and steppe 

and turned it into an empire flung across two conti- 
nents and occupying one-sixth of the land space of the 
world. It was the hereditary line that produced Peter 
the Great ‘and the remarkable Catherine and many 
other virile and vigorous characters, cruel yet effi- 
cient, wanton yet successful. 

Probably no dynasty in Europe produced so many 
strong figures as-the House of Romanoff. Yet when 
it fell it was not due so much to the wrath of down- 
trodden, betrayed people as to the inherent weakness 
and shrinking meekness of the Czar. 

Imagine Peter, or Ivan the Terrible, or even Alex- 
ander of recent memory speaking as Nicholas did 
when informed ‘that an outbreak had occurred in 
Petrograd: 

“Let it be so. Thank God, I will abdicate if that 
is what the people want. I will go to Livadia (the 
imperial estate in Crimea) to my gardens, if the peo- 
ple want. I am so fond of flowers.” 

While the first Romanoff to rule over Russia was 
not crowned until 1613, the family had become one of 
influence in Muscovy in the thirteenth century. At 
that time Ivan Divinovitch held an important post at 
the court of the Grand Duke of Moscow. A daughter 
of Roman, sixth in descent from Ivan, married Ivan 
the Terrible, whose chief amusement was to watch 
people dying between courses at his banquets. Ro- 
man’s successors called themselves Romanoffs. 

The old Tatar dynasty in Russia came to an end 
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: ae tyte® he greg Czar's winter palace’ at" — 

8 icture - was started during the reign of Peter the Great. The bultnere, with 
the use of gigantic human figures as supports, intended to symbolize the strengtir 
and durability of the House of Romanoff. What they did not intend to symbolize 
has come to pass—the human beings upon whom the House of Romanoff rested 
with crushing force have tired of their burden, withdrawn their emangers and of 
necessity the Romanoff structure collapsed. 


How weakness and timidity of Nicholas 
Il brought to an end a dynasty that 
in 300 years made a stretch of 
steppe and tundra into an empire 
covering a sixth of the world’s land 
space, and inhabited by nearly 
200,000,000 people $3 3: 


in 1598. During the next few years: half a dozen 
pretenders ravaged the country, the Swedes cut in 
on the north and the Poles on the{west.*:Then the 
common folk and gentry of Russia met in a conven- 
tion at Moscow and elected Michael. Romanoff Czar 
of the Russias. It is a peculiar coincidence that an 
assembly of the people chose the first of the Rom- 
anoffs and deposed the last of them. 

There followed a line of mad Czars, bad Czars, 
liberal Czars, reactionary Czars, Peters, Catherines, 
Elizabeths and Alexanders, all men and women of 
virility and strength of mind, regardless of their other 
failings. They ruled by force of personal strength. 

This is the descent of the recently-deposed Czar 
Nicholas—a lamb foaled in a nest of tigers and lion- 
esses. Count Paul Vassili, who spent two-score years 
at the court of Petrograd and who had an intimate 
view of three Czars, in his personal memoirs, com- 
posed shortly béfore his death a few years ago, had 
this to say of Nicholas: 

“Nicholas If is one of those timid, weak natures 
which nevertheless like to assert themselves at cer- 
tain moments in matters utterly without importance, 


mind is as small as his person; he sees the biggest 
events go by without being touched or being even 
aware of their great or tragic sides. 

“His education was neglected. For a number of 
years after he had emerged from his teens he had 
been treated as a child and not allowed the least 
atom of independence. . When Nicholas was about 15 
years old he was given for a tutor one Gen. Danilo 
vitch, a nonentity, who did not even possess the man- 
ners or education of the upper classes. He was of 
that class of people who eat with the knife. The 
Czarevitch had no companions, no friends; he had 
no love of reading, no artistic tastes, no interest in 
anything, not even military matters. 

“As he grew older he grew more timid, and when 
by a strong effort of will he conquered his timidity 
he came out with what he wanted to say in a brutal 
manner. He never had any opinions of his own, ex- 
cept in purely personal matters and he has none to 
this day. His want of mind makes him always in- 
dorse the. opinions ‘of the last person he spoke to. 
Like every spoilt child, he has no heart, not because 
his is a bad nature, but because he is unable to feel 
any woes except his own or to understand any wants 
when he himself has none.

So much for the distance at which this 2400-pound 
projectile will travel, the total being about 271-3 miles. 
Some idea of the height it reaches can be gained from 
the fact that if, at Alton, you could place Pike’s Pea 
on top of Mount Rainier and above Pike’s Peak Long’s 
Peak, in Colorado, it still would clear the last-named 
peak by nearly 2000 feet. 

The gun is one which has been designed by the Ord- 
naace Department of the United States army and will 
be the latest of a series of powerful weapons with which 
the coast defenses of the United States have been 
equipped in the lest 20 years. 

This great piece of ordnance is another illustration 
of the many lessons which the United States army and 
navy have learned from the armies and navies which 
are engaged in the great European war. 

Two decades or more ago a body of experts known as 
the Endicott Board was organized for the purpose of 
drawing up plans for the great work of defending Amer- 
ica’s coast line. Originally the board decided to equip 
our forts with high-power guns of 8, 10, 12 and’°16 inch 
caliber. 

The first installations, however, consisted of only the 
8, 10 and 12 inch rifles, together with 12-inch mortar

Perhaps the most impressive illustration of the power 
of the new coast defense weapon is afforded by the il- 
lustration on this page, which shows the penetrating 
power of a shell from it. Some 30 years ago the British 
brought out three battleship of the “Benbow” class, each 
of which carried two guns of 16 1-4-inch caliber. These 
guns were the wonder of the day. It was a short gun, 
of only 30-caliber length, and it delivered its 1800-pound 
projectile with a muzzle velocity of 2087 feet per second 
and a muzzle energy of 54,390 foot-tons. | 

The British, in order to demonstrate what these big 
guns could do, built a target, the total length of which 
was about 44 feet. The shell, when it struck the target, 
passed through 20 inches of compound steel armor, eight 
inches of wrought iron, 20 feet of oak, five feet of granite 
and 41 feet of concrete, finally coming to rest after pen- 
etrating three feet into a massive brick wall. 


The new gun, which our American ordnance experts 
are -preparing, would send a projectile through all of 
these obstructions, through a second 44-foot target of 
the same makeup and the shell still would have over 
12,000 foot-tons of energy unspent. 

The gun is of what is known as the wire-wound type; 
that is, it consists of an inner tube upon which steel 
wire of great tensile strength and about an eighth of an 
inch square in section, is wound under heavy tension. 
The wire resists the bursting stresses of the powder. The 
length of wire necessary for one gun of this class would 
be sufficient to stretch from here to Kansas City. 


Originally the army Ordnance Department announced 
that the gun would have a muzzle velocity of 2700 feet 
per second, with an energy of 121,430 foot-tons. Accord- 
ing to Gen. Crozier this velocity is theoretically prac- 
ticable, but in a recent letter to the editor of a technical 
magazine he declared that inasmuch as the gun is ex- 
perimental in the sense that it exceeds in power guns 
previously designed and manufactured for the depart- 
ment, he desired to give the gun a velocity of 2600 feet 
per second and an energy of 112,000 foot-tons until it has 
been actually tested and its power accurately determined,

European war has demonstrated that modern con- 
flicts are won by the nations having the best organiza: 
tions, other things being equal. The men in 
the trenches have to be backed up by a far 
greater army of civilian workers. The world 
has outgrown the days of the American Revo. 
lution, when all a man had to do to be a 
soldier was to shoulder a musket and fall in 
the ranks. If he was courageous and a good 
shot he made a good soldier. 

Nowadays a man has to be trained for the 
profession of war, the same as he would have 
to be trained if he wanted to be a civil en- 
gineer. When he is ready to start for the 
fromt he has to be fully equipped. And no 
matter how enany hundreds of thousands of 
men a commander may have, he would be powerless if he 
lacked material or supplies or proper transportation 
facilities. 

Germany recognized the necessity of mobilizing a 
country’s resources Many years ago, and in the summer. 
of 1914 gave a demonstration of what it meant. Then 
other countries awakened. The first was England, 
which soon realized that patriotism and courage and good 
intentions were not suff‘cient if she expected to do much 
toward driving the invader out of France and Belgium. 
Then she set an example which other nations were not 
long tn fellowitng. 

In October, last year, President Wilson announced 
the appointment of the National Defense Council and 
issued the following statement: 


“The Council of National Defense has been created 
because Congress has realized that thescountry is best 
prepared for war when thorcughly prepared for peace. 
From an economic standpoint there is very little differ- 
ence between the machinery required for commercial 
activity and that required for military purposes. In 
both cases the whole industrial mechanism must be re- 
organized in the most effective way. Upon this con- 
ception of national welfare the council is organized 
for the creation of relations which will render poss*bic 
in time of need the immediate gonsolidation and utiltaa- 
tion of the resources of. the nation. The functions of 
the council are: Consolidation of all forms of transpor- 
tation to meet the military, industrial and commercia! 
needs of the mation; extension of the industrial mob- 
ilization work of the Committee on Industrial Prepared- 
ness of the Naval Consulting Board.”

This event marks the completion of the most powerful 

plant of its kind in America, even being far ahead of 
the great station at Arlington, Va. 

The occasion of the dedication of the San Diego sta- 

tion brought to that city a number of nren prominen* in

them were Lieutenant-Commander George Sweet, Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Stanford Hooper, aid to the chief of 
the naval radio service; Lieut.

The radio apparatus installed is known as the Poulsen 
system of radio transmission, invented 11 years ago by 
Valdemar Poulsen, the patent rights for which in the 
United States are held by the Federal Telegraph Co. 
The Poulsen system employes a direct current arc of 
from 600 to 1000 volts, burning im a closed chamber of 
hydrogen, the terminals being placed at right angles in 
a@ powerful magnetic field. A 200-kilowatt, 1006-volt 
direct current generator, driven by a 300-horsepow er, 
2200-volt, 60-cycle induetion motor, furnishes the electric 
current for the set. 

The San Diego station represents an expenditure by 
the Government cf $300,000, and about two years have 
been occupied in the erection and equipping of the plant.

HB lesson of the American revolution was well learned 
in France, the most absolute of absolute monarchies 
of the 18th century. In 1788, Louis XVI, surrounded 
by incompetent ministers, fearful of a revolt of the 
people through distress and hunger, called a convo- 
cation of the States-Genéral, a representative body 

| composed of men chosen at general elections. This 
was the first step toward the revolution, though Louis expected 
the assembly would merely pull chestnuts out of the fire for him. 

For two years the body remained in session, changing its name 
to the national assembly and later to the constituent assembly. The 
leading figures were Lafayette, Mirabeau and Robespierre. Feudal- 

‘ism was abolished, the church of France was put under the direct 
rule of the state, its property confiscated and a constitution pro- 
vided for. Louis was finally prevailed upon to accept the changes. 
For a time it appeared as if the revolution was at an end. 

In 1792 war was declared against Austria. There was a gen- 
eral belief in Paris that the French King was conniving with the 
enemy with the ultimate purpose of overthrowing the national 
‘assembly. The reign of terror began. In January, 1793, Louis was 
beheaded and in the following October Marie Antginette was led 
to the guillotine. The Republic rode on a sea of tod until 1804, 
when Napoleon seized the reigns of empire and ‘had himself declared

In 1848 a revolution broke out in Paris, Louis Phillipe resigned 
the throne and the second republic was born. Louis Napoleon was 
elected President and in 1852 declared-himself Emperor under the 
title of Napoleon III. 
After the battle of Sedan, during the Franco-Prussian war in 
1870, where Napoleon surrendered 83,000 men, the empire,was abol- 
ished and ‘the third Republic proclaimed, with Thiers as President.

PRIVATE art gallery, which it is said will rank with 
the six best privately owned museums in the United 
States, is nearing completion in St. Louis. The gallery is 
that adjoining the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Breckinridge 
Long, 5145 Lindell boulevard, and will house when fin- 
ished, in a few months, the Long art treasures, some of 
| ‘which are at present on exhibition in the St. Louis Art 
“Museum, while others are being shown in Cleveland. 

Without intluding furnishings, tapestries and paintings, and count- 
ing only mural decorations by H. Siddons 'Mowbray, the museum, which 
is 70 feet long, 30 feet wide and 24 feet high, is estimated to have required 
an expenditure of over $200,000. | 

The building, a rectangular structure of Bedford stone, standing to 
the east of the residence and cohnected to it by a loggia, has attracted 
much attention in the last few months, and there has been much specu- 
lation among the uninformed as to what its purpose might be. ..« 

Mowbray’s work is the most recent addition to mural decorations in 
St. Louis. In the ceiling Be has concentrated in large measure all his 
decorati’e powers, his faculty of easy compositfon and his wealth of color 
which is found in his work in the University Club of New York and in 
the private library of the late J. Pierpont Morgan. For the past two 
years Mr. Mowbray has been quietly at work on these paintings, working 
the first studies in his studio in the East dnd making frequent trips to St. 
Louis .to execute the final touches. Examples of his work in the Long 
museum ceiling are to be found in the Rotogravure section of this issue. 

The work gives to St. Louis the first example of a truly ambitious 
Italian ceiling in the style of the early Renaissance. The architect of 
the building, Guy Study, chose the style of-the early Italian Renaissance 
for tife gallery, following closely the architecture of the Cancelleria and 
Masima palaces in Rome.

The design of the ceiling in the Long gallery is a deep coved cornice, some six feet ae 
high, from which spring various moulded divisions and coffered panels, which in turn 
support the central skylight. The coved cornice is penetrated with a line of lunettes; 
the remaining portion of the coved cornice, forming a spandril,. is divided into panels 
of different shapes. These lunettes, 24 in number, contain large symbolic figures, repre- 
senting the four great epochs of art which form the component parts of the Italian 
Renaissance—those of Greece, Rome, Byzantium and the Far East. . The remaining 
lunettes ‘contain symbolic figures representing Painting, Goldsmithing, Pottery, Archi- 
tecture, Poetry, Sculpture, Music and Illumination, and, alternating with these and the 
tour epochs are portraits of the old masters—Michael Angelo, Tasso, Bruneschi, Titian, 
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Dante, Giotto, Rafael, Rdéssellino, Da Vinci, Cellini and Petrarch. In the 
smaller panels are compositions of classic figures representing the rela- 
tions of art to civilization. P 

The architectural details, such as the contours of the mouldings, the 
relief of the arabesque ornament, were all modeled by hand and aot run 
from templets as is the modern method. All these details were taken from 
plaster casts, made especially for this gallery, from the actual ornament 
in the Borgia Apartments in the Vatican. This first treatment of detail 
has given a wonderfully soft effect to the applied gold and color. 


The remaining surfaces are completely covered with rich ornament 
in relief. . The color scheme is the richest use of color and dull gold, remi- 
niscent of Pintoricchio’s Library of Sienna and his rooms of the Borgia 
Apartments. While the scheme is that of a full and most liberal palette, 
still further enriched with gold, yet the tonal effect of the whole is 
brought down to a low key of perfect blending and quiet color. 

This result of collaboration and perfect harmony between the archi- 
tect as the designer of the ceiling and the painter with the final stroke 
of the brush, uniting the whole into one gorgeous mass of rich color, has 
given St. Louis what is said to be one of the most artistic and successful 
rooms in the United States. Mowbray himself declared the ceiling his 
best work—the triumph of ripened years of experience—and regretted 
that the building was not in New York where he could personally enjoy 
it from time to time. : 

“The work of Mowbray,” said Mr. Study, “has an unquestionably 
scholarly and classic character of which no equal for this particular style 
of decoration is to be found, except in the work of the masters of the 
Renaissance.

In- 
stead of practicing the principle that made Louis XII 
of France so famous—that of not remembering as King 
the injuries he suffered as Duke of Orleans—he thinks 
it is his duty to chastise whenever he can any slight to 
which he thinks he was subjected as heir apparent. He 
likes to be feared, but he cannot inspire respect, much 
less awe. He feels this, and»not knowing how to fight 
against this lack of consideration of his person, he be- 
comes savage in his wrath and; though in appearance a 
quiet, inoffensive little man, is capable of the utmost 
cruelty and hardness. He has no generous impulses, 
even when they are quite in accord with prudence. He 
lives a mechanical life, devoid of interest and indifferent 
to anything that does not concern his immediate person. 

‘When the news was brought to him of the terrible 
disaster at Tsushima, which cost Russia the greater part 
of her navy, the Czar was playing tennis in the park of 
Tsarkoye-Selo. He read the telegram that sounded the 
death knell of so many hopes and then quietly resumed 
the game. 

“When he found himself confronted with the revolu- 
tion of 1905 it never occurred to him that: he might 
avert it by putting his own person forward. On that 
dreadful day in January which ended in such bloodshed 
he-never for a moment remembered the proud attitude of 
his ancestor, that other Nicholas, who, on an almost 
similar occasion, came out of the palace and confronted 
the angry crowd, forcing the multitude by his mere 
presence to fall to their knees and submit. 


“The only thought of the Czar was to flee from danger 
and leave to others the task of smothering the revolu- 
tion in blood. 

“The vacillation of Nicholas II is astounding, as is his 
jack of gratitude for services rendered. When M. Stoly- 
pin, his Minister, was assassinated, the Emperor was 
at Kieff. Common decency would have required that 
the Czar should return for the obsequies of his favori* 
Minister. Instead Nicholas departed for his summ 
home in Crimea, not thinking it worth while to change 
his plans for the man who had once saved the dy- 
nasty. 

“After the death of Stolypin, M. Kokovstov was ap- 
pointed head of the ministry, and when he arrived at 
Livadia to discuss affairs of state with his monarch, 
he found the Czar arranging some prints on the wall and 
watching the effect of his work. When he saw the Prime 
Minister his first words were: 

‘Oh, I’m glad you have arrived. You can tell me 
whether this picture hangs well or not.’

: “During the long winter evenings the Emperor likes 
to turn tables and in general is fond of arranging 4) ir- 
itualistic seances with all the famous mediums who vicit 
the capital. At one time a particular medium advised 
him for a long time concerning the affairs of the na- 
tion.”’ 

Several stories have been told .about the “incurable 
disease” of the Grand Duke Alexis, who was born in 
1904. One narrative has it that the lad was stabbed in 
1904 while on the royal yacht by a revyoluticnist dis- 
guised as a sailor. He was said to b.ve been wounded 
in such a way as to cripple him for life. At the time. 
so the story goes, his life was saved by a sailor who has 
since been his constant bodyguard. 

Another account has it that the young Czarevitch is 
suffering from tuberculosis of the hip bone. Pictures °* 
the boy taken recently seem to indicate that he Las 
returned to normal health. 

Count Vassili’s analysis of Nicholas’ character 15 
supported by all impartial observers who have come ir 
contact with him. It was the weakness and supersti- 
tion of the Czar that permitted the monk Rasputin, be- 
lieved to have been in the pay of Germany, to obtain 
such a hold on Nicholas. The monk, who was assassinat- 
ed a few months ago, was the Czar’s only confidant, and 
when he died the Czar was left truly alone in his 
misery. 

An incident reported a year ago gives an insight to 
the ‘physical courage of the Czar, or rather the lack 
of it. The account at the time said: 

“The Emperor was reviewing the troops of Gen. Br.1s- 
siloff on the Bukowina front, when an Austrian flyer 
appeared overhead and dropped bombs some distance 
from the Czar. Nicholas entirely lost his self-posses- 
sion. In consequence Gen. Brussiloff was bitter'y re- 
proached and Gen. Ivanoff (who suggested recently that 
the Dvina front be thrown open to the Germans) was 
put‘ in command over him.” 

Nobody knows the exact amount of the Czar’s «nor- 
mous income, He is believed to take an annual salary 
of 912,500,000 a year. This, with his private holdings of 
700,000,000 acres of land in Russia, give him an annucl 
income estimated at about $42,000,000, or about $85 a 
minute. Nominally, the Czar owns all the land in Rus- 
sia, which has an area of approximately 9,000,000 square 
miles, with a population of about 180,000,000. 

Nicholas II ascended the Russian throne in 1894 and 
had-therefore been Czar of all the Russias for 23 years, 
when his reign and the dynasty of the Romanoffs came 
to their sudden end.

to a “potlatch’’ festival in his honor and would hold it 
at a point which is proud to,be named for the Sergeant, 
at Hogan, Alaska, some 160 miles east of that everlasting 
landmark, Mount McKinley. And a potlatch may be 
called ‘“‘an ornate occasion.”’ There is feasting and danc- 
ing, and not infrequently some rich old Indian will give 
most of his earthly possessions away. 

“For judgment and energy displayed in bringing three 
enlisted men with badly frozen feet over a dangerous 
trail from Summit to North Fork, Alaska,” Sergt. Ho- 
gan has among his personal treasures a certificate of 
merit from the President of the United States. The 
Sergeant and his men were on line-repair duty. There 
were six in the party, the Sergeant and five privates. 
They were working out of Fort Egbert, near the Alas- 
kan-Canadian boundary, and in the valley of the Upper 
Yukon. It was in January, and so cold that they had 
to take care not to frost-burn their lungs by over- 
nacho Swanson, McKenna and Hoff unluckily 

epped into an overflow while separated from Hogan 
and suffered their feet to freeze. It may seem strange 
to the unitiated that there could be running water at 
such a time and such a place, but the colder the weath; 
er the more numerous are the overflows, for this rea- 
son: Winter trails in the North lead over the faces of 
rivers and lakes. The ice is so thick that it could bear 
the weight of a freight train, but in deep bodies of wa- 
ter it rarely extends to the bottom. When the tempera- 
ture drops to from 40 to 75 degrees’ below zero, the 
pressure of the cold is so great that the thickest of ice 
will crack and then shift or settle. When this happens, 
the unfrozen water beneath is forced through the fis- 
sures to the surface. This makes an overflow. It quick- 
ly acquires a crust of ice, which remains thin for a time, 
but looks exactly like the thick ice. To break through 
one of these crusts and get one’s feet instantly soaked 
by the running water under it, particularly when many 
miles from a habitation of any kind, will throw even 
some hardened old-timers into a panic. I have a good 
friend in Alaska, a graduate of Harvard and a pro- 
found scholar, who, while traveling with a costly out- 
fit and dogteam over a well-beaten trail, suddenly broke 
through the ice and had his legs wetted nearly to the 
knees. 
he did not pause the fraction of a second, but abandoned 
everything and ran the entire distance to it. Lgng 
before he reached the haven of relief, his legs were pre- 
cisely like stilts—absolutely dead as to feeling and stiff 
enough to jar him at each step. But with all the en- 
ergy he could muster he made the roadhouse in an hour 
or so, and his legs were successfully thawed, during 
which process he suffered unspeakable tortures. 

Hogan’s party was perhaps 50-miles from Fort Egbert 
when the three privates had their feet frozen. The in- 
jured feet were dressed and the three men put dn dog 
sleds. Fate seemed against them. They broke into over- 
flow after overflow. Each time Hogan and the other 
men—Baxley and Genoway—would have to remove their 
socks—the musher carries several pairs for such emer- 
gencies—rub their bare feet with snow and put on dry 
socks. Traveling was exasperatingly slow because of 
the frequency of overflows and the occasional necessity 
of building a fire. Finally the hope of all, all but Ho- 
gan, it appears, was crushed. They plunged into a deep 
overflow that threatened to wash into the sleds and 
wet the bodies of the injured privates. The dogs had 
to be taken out of the sleds and the sleds containing 
the three men carried like stretchers out of the water 
by the three who could walk, These three, of course, got 
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As he was but a few miles from a roadhouse,, 


their feet wet again and dry socks were scarce. Hogan 
kindled a fire, changed his footwear and aided Baxley 
and Genoway to do the same. They had but started on 
their way from this point when another overflow was 
encountered. Now came a test of perseverance and will 
power. All footwear was soon wet. Overflows seemed 
to come in series. The sleds were being caked with new 
ice. The men were weary of anhbitching and hitching 
the dogs, carrying the sleds, diving «reir footwear be- 
fore fires, only to have to do these things again a few 
minutes later. Two of the men lost their grip—wanted 
to stop. Hogan insisted that they try to reach a cabin 
eight miles away, as he did not want Swanson, McKen- 
na and Hoff to remain out in the cold. At nightfall all 
broke through another overflow. This decided the ques- 
tion of halting. A huge fire was built and camp made 
for the night, a la Siwash. Hogan superintended the 
changing of footwear. The trouser legs and socks of 
Baxley and Genoway were so caked together with ice 
that the socks, heavy affairs which extend to the 
knees, could not be removed. The Sergeant cut off the 
trousers at the knees, and saved their legs from freez- 
ing. They were frost-bitten nevertheless. Hogan kept 
Swanson, McKenna and Hoff packed in the sleds and 
spent most of the night replenishing the fire and treating 
the frozen feet and frost-bitten legs of his five men. 

The following morning Hogan, Genoway and Baxley 
were compelled to break trail for about a mile to avoid 
a bad overflow. Most of this day the little spirit ther- 
mometers on the sleds showed the temperature to be 
between 40 and 50 degrees below zero. Matlock Cabin 
was reached by nightfall, after more overflow experi- 
ences. The dogged perseverance and optimism of Ho- 
gan were all that held the party together, for overflows 
continued to be met. Another night was spent in the 
open, with practically no sleep for anybody. When with- 
in six miles of North Fork, Hogan allowed McKenna, 
whose feet were not as badly frozen as Swanson’s and 
Hoff’s to go ahead for help and camp was made. The 
other men were so exhausted that they were almost as 
incapacitated as the frozen men. McKenna covered the 
six miles at length and got help promptly. A Govern- 
ment packer and a prospector, with fresh teams, went 
to Hogan’s assistance, and by the time the five men 
reached North Fork the post surgeon from Fort Egbert 
was there to meet them. The surgeon was Lieut. Bos- 
ley, who later made an affidavit for the War Depart- 
ment, saying in substance: 

“With no other dressing that first-aid packets and by 
personally and carefully cleaning and redressing the 
frozen feet each evening, Hogan managed to keep the 
men in such good shape that their limbs could be saved 
by proper medical attention later. Nothing short of 
constant care, exertion and disregard of personal risk 
could have accomplished it, for the difficulties were ex- 
treme and the temperature was constantly in the neigh- 
borhood of 40 and 50 degrees below zero.”’ 

Standing orders of the military authorities wre that 
none but the most urgent work shall be done out of 
doors when the weather is 40 degrees below, and this is 
for man and beast, for great exertion and consequent 
heavy breathing in such temperature causes the lungs 
to be frost-burned and so weakens them that pneumonia 
or more fatal pulmonary trouble in a majority of cases 
will come in the following winter. 

In the late evening of a January day on which the 
mean temperature had been about 45 degrees below 
zero, a mere boy of a trapper named Myers—he was 
scarcely 20—pounded on the storm door of the Minto Sta-

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tion, where, about a year before, Corporal Gox had gone 
to the rescue of Old Monte. New men, but men of the 
same dauntiless courage and fine caliber as Cox, were 
stationed there. The door was opened and Myers walked 
in. His feet resounded on the floor like wooden blocks. 
“Feet frozen,’”’ he gasped, and sank to the floor exhaust- 
ed. He had stepped into a snow-covered warm spring 
four hours before and at a point eight miles distant. 
He first ran to some woods to get fuel for a fire. He 
removed his gloves to make the fire and his hands were 
frostbiiten in the effort, which failed. Then he started 
for Minto and could only maintain an erect position 
by walking off trail in deep snow. The snow braced and 
steadied his legs. _ 

The boys at Minto were all privates, with First Class 
Private Chester T. Spencer, operator, in charge. They 
at once went to work on Myers’ feet. Fairban¥s, dis- 
trict headquarters, was communicated with. Lieut. Lew- 
is, signal officer in charge of the district, got a surgeon 
to the wire and he dictated to a Fairbanks operator 
specific instructions to Spencer as to the care of Myers. 
Spencer volunteered to start toward Fairbanks with 
Myers and the station dog team the next morning. He 
was authorized to do so. There is no fund for ex- 
penses of the kind, but red tape for the nonce was cast 
to the winds. Government administrative authorities 
in Fairbanks were interested in the case, but they also 
had no fund they could draw on for the treatment of the 
luckless boy. It was nearly 70 miles to Minto and un- 
fair to make the Minto men and team travel all that 
distance. The United States Marshal, a Mr. Love, 
solved the Fairbanks end of it. He swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of Myers on a charge of vagrancy, 
and ordered a Deputy Marshal to start toward Minto 
with a fast dog team, at sunrise the following morning. 


At Mint all hands took part in rubbing Myers’: feet 
and hands in ice water—water with ice floating in it— 
but two men, especially Private Charles F. Todd, sat up 
all night with their patient. Todd kept his naked hands 
in ice water the greater part of the night—a painful, 
tedious, wearisome work—a self-inflicted torture, try- 
ing to revivify the frozen feet of a man he had never 
seen before. He was assisted in this by Private McLeod 
of the Nenana Station. While this treatment was in 
process, Privates Spencer and Bert Anderson were sleep- 
ing, preparing themselves for the great physical strain 
which they would have to undergo on the morrow. At 
5 o’clock in the morning, five hours before sunrise in 
that latitude, Spencer and Anderson started with My- 
ers in a temperature that had a lung-bite in every deep 
breath. It was 50 degrees below zero! And yet these 
boys plowed through snow waist déep to the winter stage 
line, 12 miles away, and then traveled 28 miles, or 40 
miles all told, before they met the Deputy Marshal. The 
meeting occurred at the Ohio Roadhouse, between 25 
and 30 miles from Fairbanks.

During the next nine years Bra 
zil was ruled by regencies, but in 1841 Dom Pedro II 
was crowned Emperor. In 1889 a revolution caused 
by the monarch’s extravagance was successful and the 
Emperor was exiled. The demacratie form of govern- 
ment, then establi-hed, is in existence today and is con- 
stantly growing stronger. 

The :Liberation of Mexico 

Up to 1821 Mexico was ruled by viceroys cent out from 
Spain. Before that time several revolts had taken place 
because of the heavy taxation imposed on the pec.s 
for the support of the home country, which had been 
ravaged by Napoleon. .A revolution headed by Augustin 
Iturbide, who was in command of the troops, was suc- 
cessful and in 1822 he had himself crowned Emperor 
of Mexico, which at that time included Central America 
aL *. a large part of what is new the Unitec States. But 
the empire was unpopular and failed to bring th: relief 
from taxation that had been expected. Iturbide abdi- 
cated after a year on the throne. He returned in 1824 
and was executed. The same year a Federal Constitu- 
tion based on that of the United States was adopted by 
the Congress which had taken over the power of the 
Emperor, much as was done in Russia, The first Presi- 
dent was Felix Fernandez. Revolt followed revolt, but 
the republican form ef government was retained 
throughout until French troops seized the City of Mexic) 
during the Americ:n Civil War and crowned Maximilian 
of Austria Emperor: Two years later, the French hav- 
ing been withdrawn, Maximilian was overthrown and 
siot to death and the republic re-established. 


The Change in Portugal. 

The downfall of the Braganza monarchy in Portugal 
may be dated from the s°--«cim-tion of King Carlos on. 
Feb. 1, 1908. The mad extravagance of this monarch, 
coupled with the heavy taxation levied om the people to 
support it, caused the Republican presa: threnehout the 
country to openly applaud the murder. His son Manuel 
was crowned a few months later and theugh he at unce 
instituted certain reforms he did not go far enough i 
satisfy the radicals. On Oct. 3, 1910, the: murder of a 
distinguished Republican physician, Dr. Miguel Bom- 
barda, precipitated the revolution which had been or- 
ganized to take place in Lisben ten days later. The 
Republican soldiers in the capital, aided by armed civil- 
ians and the warships in the Tagus, attacked the loyal 
garrison and the municipal guards and after street 
fighting became masters of the capital. The King and 
the royal family escaped to Gibraltar. Soon afterward 
they proceeded to England. Throughout Portugal the 
revolution was accepted with enthusiasm. A provisional 
Government was formed and Dr. Theophile Braga was 
made President. 

There has been some disturbance since the foundation 
of the republic, but on the whole the people of Portugal 
are satisfied with the change and there is little possi- 
bility that Manuel will ever reascend the throne.

The Awakening of the Dr«gon 


After a reign of 36 dynasties the Chinese monarchy 
Ne ee ee 


rounded ~t reactionaries who balled the wishes af the 
o- people, there was incompetence om every hand and a 
lack of systematic control throughout the country. In 
South China sporadic revolutions had broken out sever! 
ti es and each time the Manchu rulers had found it 
more difficult to suppress the rebels. 

In 1908 the Dowager Empress had promised on her 
deatr*ed to grant - constitutional government to China, 
but the promise was never fully kept. In December, 
1911, a great revolution broke out in Nankin and Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen- was proclaimed President. 

The revolution spread to such an extent that Pekin 
soon was endangered and the abdication of the Mancha 
ruler followed. Dr. Sen remained as provisional Presi- 
dent until the meeting of the first Parliament, when 
he retired and Yuan Shi Kai was made the first Presi- 
dent of the Chinese republic. The republic was far 
from safe in his hands. He became a dictator and ha! 


announced his intention of naming himself Emperor 


in

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when sudden uprisings in various parts of China caused 
him to change his mind. Yuam died suddenly last year 
and there were reports that he had been poisoned. He 
was succeeded by the vice president, Li Yuan Hung, who 
is fully imbued with republican ideas. 

The Fall of the Romanoffs. 
When the Czar of the Russias abdicated a few weeks 
ago, there came to an end the most autocratic gover.i- 
ment of the modern world. The republic has been 
founded on ground soaked with the blood of countless 
revolutions. . Yet the revolt that shook the Romanoffs 
out of the throne was almost bloodless, so far has the 
pendulum of civilization swung towards democracy. 
The first of the Romanoffs ascended the throne in 


’ 1613, after the extinction of several other dynasties. q 


There followed a long line of cruel autocrats, Peter the 
Great, the Great Catherine, Paul and others. Hach one 
tried to outdo the others in grinding the people under 
a weight of taxes. In the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the Czar Alexander freed the serfs, the only act of 
enlightenment attributed to the Roman ffs. In 1905 con- 
ditions became so bad for the Russian proletariat that a 
revolution of considerable dimensions broke out. In 
May, 1906, the Czar agreed to a parliamentary govern- 
ment and the first Duma met. Within two months it 
was dissolved. The second Duma gathered a year later, 
but was almost immediately dissolved because it refused 
to exclude a group of Socialists distasteful to the Rom- 
anoffs. Succeeding Dumas met a similar fate. As long 
as they confined their activities to lines indicated by the 
Imperial Government all was well; as soon as reform 
legislation was broached the body would be dissolved. 

It was an attempt of.the Czar to dissolve the present 
Duma that was the direct cause of the revolution that 
Gethroned the Romanoffs. For a long time there had 
been dissatisfaction with the conduct of the war, thei: 
was suspicion that men with pro-German tendencies 
controlled the actions of the monarch, transnortation in 
the country was in such a confused state that millions 
were on the verge of starvation in the midst of the 
greatest wheat and meat supply in the world. It was 
the Duma’s activity in investigating these questions that 
impelled the Czar to order its. dissolution. Then fol- 
lowed the revolution, the details of which are too fresh 
to require repetition. 


The Smaller Republies. 

Cuba, one of the earliest colonial possessions of Spain, 
beeame a republic in 1902. While the monarchial form 
of rule ceased in 1898 the United States maintained a 
military government on the island for four years. 

Haiti and San Domingo from the time of the discovery 
of America up to the 19th century were ruled by 
France, Spain and England at various times and even 
by negro monarchs. During that period Haiti and San 
Domingo were one. In 1821 the eastern end of the 
island proclaimed its independence of Spain and the 
Republic of Haiti was born. In 1844 the other end of 
the island proclaimed its independence under the name 
of the Dominican Republic.
